WASHINGTON, D. C., Ded. 7.—|Special.|—The 
Forty-ninth Congress met at noon today and 
organized. The Democratio party in the House, 
for the first time in twemty-five years, finds 
itself in nominal political’ harmony with the 
Chief Executive, @ fact of which the newly- 
elected Speaker, in his inaugural adfiress, took 
notice. The growth of the country during the 
last decade was shown by the presence of 
thirty-two more memberg than were in the 
House when the Republicans last had a majori- 
ty: but the Democratic majority of seventy in 
the last House has fallen te about forty in this. 

The presence of ees was not need- 
ed to indicate that Desember had come. 
A more severe winters day is seldom 
seen in Washington. The thermometer had 
fallen nearer zero than these who have been 
accustomed to a more tempo climate relish, 
while the Congressmen from the North moved 
about with quickened stepé, and the new mem- 
bers wondered at the first frigid demonstration 
of the Sunny South. The frosted air and the 
brilliant sun brought in dear relief the beau- 
ties of the Capitol Building. Around the col- 
umns near the dome one see faint lines 
of black, while about tne e¢olumns below broad 
black bands—the mourning drapery for the late 
Vice-President—were visible. 

At an early hour the Chief approaches to 
Congress were thronged with people, who 
walked briskly, while public and private con- 
veyances were rapidly driven to the Capitol. 
Inside the building the scenes which are usual 
at the opening of a Congress were witnessed. 
There was in the corridors leading to the cham- 
bers of the two houses a much greater throng 
than could be accommodated with seats, and 
the overflow blocked the passages to the gal- 
leries. The diplomatic corps seems to have 
been radically changed, for. in the large 
gallery reserved in the House to the foreign 
legations there were but two males, and many 
of the women had very American faces. The 
galleries themselves presented a much less 
brilliant appearance than usual, owing to the 
sombre colors which were 9 

The election of Speaker and of the officers of 
the House proceeded y t unusual in- 
cident. While the long woll was called an 
opportunity was given to study the new 
faces. Perhaps the most noticeable feature 
in the new House is the increase in the 
number of younger men. There were 
not so many gray beards and bald heads 
as there were in the last Qongress.

In the House Mr. Milis of Texas asked unani- 
mous consent that Mr. Kelley of Pennsylvania, 
the Father of the House,” be permitted to 
choose his seat in advance, but Mr. Benneit of 
North Carolina objected. Mr. Reed then sug- 
gested that Mr. Kelley leave his hat upon his 
desk and assured bim that bis wish would be 
respected. The mémbers then retired behind 
the circle of desks and waited eagerly while a 
blindfolded page drew from a box the num- 
bered marbles which corresponded to the 
numbers attached to their names. The first 
marble drawn was 237, and Stahlnecker of 
New York proved to be the lucky man. He se- 
lected a seat on the Democratic side, a little to 
the left of the Speaker's chair ana three 
rows from the front. Mr. Breckiaridge of Ar- 
kansas was the next fortunate one, and he 
took possession of his old desk. The next 
dozen names drawn were those of new mem- 
bers, and the faces of the older men lengthenea 
as they saw their chance of securing prominent 
seats lessening. On the Democratic side, how- 
ever, Mr. Warner of Onio, Mr. McAdoo of New 
Jersey, Mr. Springer and Mr. Eden of Illinois, 
and Mr. Bland ot Missouri were able to secure 
good positions. The name of Mr. Mahoney of 
New York was called in time to al- 
low that gentiomen to obtain a 
front seat, but he oontented himself 
with a seat farin the rear. Mr. Adams of 
New York located on the main aisle directly 
in the rear of Mr. Weaver, the Greenback mem- 
ber from Iowa. Mr. Blount of Georgia was 
somewhat disappoiuted in not being able to re- 
cover his old seat, but contented himself with 
choosing one in the same neighberhood. Mr. 
Randall was fortunate enough to secure his 
old position, while Mr. Holman obtained a 
commanding place. Pennsylvania was the 
fortunate State on the Republican side, Messrs. 
Negley, Harmer, Bingham, and Bayne being 
among the first called. Mr. Cannon of Illinois 
chose a seat in Mr. Kelley’s neighborhood in 
close proximity to Messrs. Brown of Indiana, 
Gof of West Virginia, and Parker of 
New York. Mr. West of New Tork 
will strive to catch the Speaker’s eye from a 
seat on the front row, while Burrows of Michi- 
gan will baveto make the attempt from one of 
the last rows. Mr. Reed of Maine will be 
obliged to take part in the debate from a rear 
seat. Mr. McKinley of Ohio was able to secure 
a front seat, buttoo far to the side to be desira- 
ble. He was, however, more fortunate than 
his colleague, Mr, Butterworth, who was rele- 
gated to the last row, where he was soon joined 
by Mr. Hiscock of New York. Messrs. Tucker 
of Virginia and Hewitt of New York were late 
in baving their names drawn, but never 
theless secured rather good seats, tak- 
ing position well to the fore on the 
extreme right ot the Speaker. Among thie last 
names called was that of Mr. Kelley, and he 
took the seat which bis hat and the courtesy of 
his fellow-members had reserved for him. 
Messrs. Long of Massachusetts and Phelps of 
New Jersey were obliged to go far to the left. 
and finally located in Mr. McKinley’s neighbor- 
hood.

THE SENATE IN DETAIL. 

The Senators were promptly on band this 
morning. and for half an bour before noon 
gathered in friendly groups around the Senate 
Chamber exchanging greetings and discussing 
the situation. The galleries of the Senate have 
not for many years been so crowded on the 
opening day of the session. The walls of the 
Senate Chamber were draped in deep black out 
of respect to the memory of the late Vice- 
President. Promptly at noon Gen. McCook, 


Secretary of the Senate, called the body to 


order and prayer was offered by the Chapiain, 
the Rev. Dr. Huntley, after which Mr. Edmunds 
offered a resolution declaring Senator John 
Sherman the President pro tem. of the Senate. 
Mr. Voorhees moved an amendment to strike 
out the name of John Sherman and insert the 
name of Isham Harris. The amendment was 
voted down by a party vote—yeas 29, nays 3— 
and Mr, Sherman was, without division, de- 
clared duly elected President pro tempore. 
Mr. Sherman and Mr. Harris both abstained 
from voting. 

Upon the request of Secretary McCook, Mr. 
Sherman was escorted to the chair by Mr. Ed- 
munds and Mr. Voorhees, and the oath of 
office was administered to him by Mr. Eu- 
munds, Mr. Sherman then said: 


SENATORS: I return you my grateful thanks for 
the high honor you conferred upon me. In com- 
mon with ail the people of the United States, I 
feel profound sorrow for the sudden death of the 
Vice-President, who, by the Constitution..is also 
declared to be the President of the Senate. The 
contingency has now arrived when it becomes the 
imperative duty of the Senate to elect a President 
pro tempore. In accepting the position assigned 
me I feel that there are many Senators on Ather 
side of the house more apt in the discharge of the 
duties of this position, more experienced ip the 
rules and orders of the Senate, than myself. Still, 
1 accept, with the sincere desire that I may be able 
to enforce the rules with kindness ang impartiality, 
80 as to ascertain if possible the sense of the ma- 
jority of the Senate, and to give to the minority its 
full constitutional right and protection. With the 
sincere desire of performing this duty Ia 1 to 
each individual Senator for his courtesy for- 
bearance.

While waiting information of the action of 
the House of Representatives the Senate took 
arecess.

The Clerk of the House of Representatives 
brought a message from that body announcing 
the election of its Speaker and Clerk and the 
appointment of a committee to wait on the 
President in conjunction with the committee 
already appointed by the Senate. 

Mr. Voorhees then offered the following res- 
olutions, prefacing with the remark that in do- 
ing so he was performing the saddest duty of 
his public life: 


That the Senate has received with pro- 
found sorrow the intelligence of the death of 
Thomas A. Hendricks, late Vice-President of tae 
United States, and for a numberof years a distin- 
guished member of this body. 

Resol That the business of the Senate be sus- 
pended in order that the eminent public services 
and the representative virtues of the deceased 
may be appropriately commemorated. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate be di- 
rected to communicate these resolutions tv the 
House of Representatives. 


Mr. Voorhees asked that the resolutions be 
permitted to lie on the table subject to be 
called up at a future day, of which the 
Senate should have due and timely notice. 
The resolutions were accordingly laid on the 
table. 

Harrison then moved an immediate ad- 
journment of the Senate out of respect to 
the memory of the late Vice-President.“ The 
motion was agreed to, and the Senate at 2:43 p. 
m. adjourned till tomorrow noon.

‘I cannot 
understand how ft would be possibie for them 
to maintain a welldrilied body of troops 
secretly. No, 1 have no belief in any such 
statement; and I never heard before that they 
bad any field pieces in their possession. Come 
to think of it, I believe that this is about the 
time of year for the special observance of some 
of the religious rites ot the Mormons, and the 
reports that have been  published,* of 
large bodies of polygamists coming in from 
outer settiements, are probably due to a few 
of the saints and churchmen coming into town 
to be present at a religious festival of some 
kind. The slightest probability of trouble be- 
tween the Mormons and tne Government would 
naturaliy raise the teeling and excitement that 
I see this has created. The American people 
barbor a sentiment of strong disiike against 
the Mormons and their practices, and I have 
uo doubt would be glad to see them removed 
from the land. Hence every report, no matter 
how correct or incorrect it may be, is pub- 
lished and read with interest, and the excite- 
ment over what is really, in my opinion, a very 
small matter, is running high, principally 
because of the strong public feeling that exists 
against the sect. Then, I have no doubt but 
that a fight with the Mormons would be wel- 
comed for other reasons. If the Government 


spend a million of money down there in a jiffr, 
and this, I have no doubt, would be regarded 
with satisfaction by not afew. But I really do 
not anticipate any immediate trouble. It is true 
this feeling between the Mormons and the Gen- 
tiles bas been growing and festering in Salt 
Lake City for years, and it has seemed to be 
the general opinion that ut some time or other 
it would bave to come toa head and the evil 
wiped out or corrected. That time may now 
have arrived, but 1 see no indication of it as 
yet strong enough to warrant my saying 60.

THE BURNING OF THY COLORED SCHOOL AT 
QUITMAN, GA.—SOUTHERN TREATMENT OF 
NORTHERN WOMEN. 

Boston, Mass., Deo. 7. [Special. — At the 
meeting ot the Congregational ministers today 
the Rev. Dr. Poweil of New York, of the Amer- 
ican Missionary Association, gave a statement 
in regard to the recent burning of the school 
building at Quitman, Ga. He said a benevo- 
lent woman in New England gave not long ago 
a hotel property vaiued at $10,000, located in 
the heart of Quitman, Ga., for the establish- 
ment of a school for colored people, Quitman 
is situated in the southern tier of countées in 
that State, and lies in the midst 
of a population ot 60,000 biacks 
and a relatively small number of 
whites. The region is called The Black 
Belt.“ There was no suitable provision of auy 
sort for the education of thé colored race in 
this whole region. Great difficulty was en- 
countered in securing a place to hold the 
school, but flually one was opened in the hotel 
building. From the opening of ‘the school the 
teachers of both sexes were treated with in- 
sults every day and whenever they appeared 
in public. The local paper had each week 
some scarrilous jests or evil hint against the 
teachers. Once four bullets were fired through 
the window into the Principal's sitting-room. 
Finally, the morning of Nov. 14, at 1 o'clock, 
the building was set on fre, and so rapid was

including five teachers, four of them women, 
and twelve boarding scholars, barely escaped 
alive. Three minutes after the women rushed 
from their rooms the floor feil in. It was a

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The Propeller Oconto Is Not Lost 
but Only Aground on an 
Island. 


With the Shifting of the Wind the 
Gale Has Abated—A Schooner’s 
Terrible Trip. 


Three Indians Drowned — Minneapolis’ 
Danger—Pittsburg’s Experience 
New York Touched. — 


CASEVILLE, Mich., Dec. 1.—|Special.}—The 
propeller Oconto, that bad been given up for 
lost, is at the Charity Islands. All of bercrew 
and passengers are safe. Shortly before dark 
tonight the life-boat belonging to the Charity 
lsiand lighthouse-keeper hove in sight dispmy- 
ing a signal of distress. It contained five per- 
eons, and a shoyt of joy went up from those 
who bad gathered on the beach, as it was at 
once conjectured that the persons in the 
boat were partof the crewof the missing 
Oconto. Soon a boat was speeding over the 
breakers, and when it returned with four per- 
sons from the Oconto it was soon learned that 
those who were given up for lost were safe on 
the islands, the steamer having gone aground 
in shoal water there after a terrible experience 
in the disastrous storm of Friday night and 
Saturday. 


THE GALE HAS ABATED. 

The severe northerly gale of Sunday nicbt 
died away yesterday morning, and when day 
broke the sea was rapidly running down. The 
predictions of the signal service were verified 
in every particular. The biting sting of the 
December air moderated when the wind shifted 
to the southward, and although Chicago creek 
was covered from source to mouth with a 
thick coating of new formed ice, the tugs con- 
tinued to move about the channel and transfer 
vessels from the unloading docks tu their winter 
berths. The wind was still blowing from the 
southward last nicht, but old sailors pre- 
dict that it will not bold in that quarter long. 
It is one of the traditions of the lake marine 
that whenever the wind has been blowing from 
the north ward and backs up, 80 to speak, around 
the western horizon to the south, it 
will not remain long, but will fit from one 
point of the compass to another in rapid suc- 
cession. On the other hand, they claim that 
when the wind hauis around with the sun, fair 
and settled weather is pretty sure to follow. 
Consequently, if sailors’ traditions and weather 
signs are reliable, the comparatively miid 
weather of yesterday afternoon may be but a 
brief intermission between two blizzards. Sev- 
eral of the missing vessels known to have been 
out in the severe storms of the last few days 
were heard from yesterday, but there are yet 
quite a number of wh.ch no tidings have bean 
received. There are, however, so many places 
with which there is no telegraph:c communica- 
tion wheres these vessels may heave obtained 
shelter that it would he cruel to even intimate 
that they are lost until more definit informa- 
tion is received. 


A FRIGHTFUL EXPERIENCE. 

Two vessels, long overdue, reached Chicago 
yesterday. The first of these was the schooner 
Morning Star, which arrived from Man stee 
with a cargo of lumber. She had a rough ex- 
perience outside, but sustained no damage. 
The other was the schooner C. Amsden, which 
came in last nigbt in tow of the tug Waters. 
The Amsden loaded lumber at Frankfort for 
Chicago nearly two weeks ago, and twice got 
away for this port; but was driven back each 
time by heavy weather. Finally she sailed out 
of Frankfort last Friday morning and 
squared away for Chicago under a full 
head of canvas. She bad gone but 
a few miles when the wind freshened 
up in the northwest and the dense bank of 
leaden clouds that skirted the northern horizon 
denoted the approach of a storm. All hands 
were soon industriously engaged in taking in 
sail, but work as bard as they could they had 
barely time to get the vessel in trim when the 
storm struck ber. First came a great wall of 
water that almost resembled a tidal wave. It 
rolled up over the veséel’s stern and then 
spread over her decks, nearly sweeping the 
crew overboard. For an instant the vessel 
was borne down by the immense weight of 
water until she was nearly buried 
from sight. But her cargo buoyed 
her up and she lifted with the seas, 
shook the water from her decks, and sped 
away On her course. By this time the tempest 
had overtaken her, and while the wind 


screeched througb her rigging like a thousand 
raving maniace tne w jashed themselves to 
the masts and sheltered themselves as best 
they could from the icy spray that was con- 
tinuously thrown over the vessel. Presently 
everything was shut out from sight by the 
vast curtain of ano that was driven like 
a solid mass of fleece before the furious gale. 
Throughout that tempestuous night the ves- 
sei drove along through a mass of setbing 
foam, with a pitiless Deeemper gale thunder- 
ing behind her. Drenched to the skin the 
crew, who thus risked their lives for 
a pittance, clung to the ice-coated rigging, 
while their clothing became rigid from the 
frozen spray. Her cabiu was stove in by the 
seas and wag at times balf full of water, as was 
also the forecastie; but in these water-iogged 
holes all who could be spared from the deck 
sought shelter. The following noon the gale 
had abated, and an effort was made to set suf- 
ficient canvas to bring her into Chicago, but 
sails and rigging were as rigid: with ice as 
though they bad been made of steel instead of 
hemp and manila. There was no alternative 
but to drive alone before the gale and trust to 
Provicenee to find sheiter at St. Joseph or 
Michigan City. Finally the latter port was 
sighted, but the vessel would surely have been 
driven on the beach but for the opportune ar- 
rival of Capt. Campbell and his tug, which 
picked the vessel up with great difficulty and 
towed her safely into the harbor. 


THE LUCINDA VAN VALKENBURG. 

Thomas Hood, owner of the schooner Lucin- 
da Van Vaikenburg, received a dispatch from 
St. Joseph yesterday stating that bis vessel was 
lying in distress off that port with her rudder 
gone. The crew were safe, having been taken 
ashore by the life-saving crew. A Michigan 
City tug was engaged to bring her to Chicago. 
The. Van Valkenburg bas had more hair 
breadth escapes from serious disaster than any 
vessel on the lakes, and some superstitious 
Sailors delle ve that she has a charmed life. 
The most-notabie of her many escapades oo- 
curred a little over a year ago. She left Buf- 
falo one day with a cargo of coal, bound for 
Milwaukee. Soon atter a terribie storm swept 
Lake Erie, and after it had cleared away 
the Van Valkenburg was reported misamg. 
Every one, including ber owner, gave her up 
for lost, and the friends and relatives of the 
crew believed the vessel had gene to the bot- 
tom with all hands. Two weeks iater she ran 
into Detroit, partialiy disabied leaking 
some, but with her entire crew aboard. 
sailors said she was a Jonah, and deserted 
her at Detroit,and much difficulty was en-

MORE MISSING VESSELS. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 7.—(Special.|—There ‘is 
still much anxiety 44 this port iu regard to the 
few vessels which, so far as known, were out 
in the last terrible storm, beginning with Frr 
dar night. The fate of the propeller Sanilac, 
which the agent at this port believes could 
hardly bave withstood the storm, and has once 
beea reported as almost surely foundered, was 
in a measure cleared up tonight by the arrival 
of the schooner N. C. West, The latter arrived 
here from the Isiands tween 7 and 8 
o'clock this evenmg, and her master re 
ports seeing a propejer pass on up 
the lake whose name be was unable to learn, 
but, on being told in regard to che leaving of 
the Sanilac from this port Friday night, asserts 
that the propeller be saw was that ship, and 
that she probably put in at the port of Lorain 
durmg the storm. This view of the case is 
supported by the fact that the Sanilac could 
have but little more than reached the port of 
Lorain when the storm of Friday night set in. 
The probabilities are, therefore, that she will 
soon be beard of at Detroit. 

Another vessel about which there is much 
anxiety is the schooner A. C, Maxwell, which 
broke away from the propeller V. Swain off 
Goderich, on Lake Huron, in the blow of Fri- 
day oigbt and Saturday. Her owners here 
have heard nothing trom her, but are stili con- 
fident that she bas safely outridden the storm, as 
she came out all right after a similar exper:- 
ence in the same locality a lttle more than 
two years ago.

WARRING GAS COMPANIES. 
In No. 489, the Louisville Gas Company, 
plaintiff in error, ve. The Citizens’ Gaslight 
Company, in error to the Court of Appeals of 
the State of Kentucky, the appellant contend- 
od that the charter granting certain exclusive 
fights and privileges constituted, withia the 
meaning of the National Constitution, a con- 
tract, the obligation of which has been im- 
paired by the charter subsequently granted to 
the appellee. The court below maintained as 
constitutional the iegisiation under the au- 
thority of which the Citizens’ Gaslight Com- 
pany is exercising the rights, privileges, and 
franchises conferred by its charter. By an act 
of the General Assembly of Kentucky, ap- 
proved May 15, 1838, the Louisville Gas Com- 
pany was created g corporation to continue 
for a term of twenty years, and a new cbarter 
was granted to the same company, to take 
effect Jan. 1, 1869, and continue in rce 
for twenty years. One provision the 
act granting a new charter gave 
to the company the exclusive privilege of 
erecting and establishing gasworks in the City 
of Louisville durimg the continuance of its 
charter; and it was further provided that no 
alteration or a dment to the charter could 
be made withouf the concurrence of the City 
Council and the directors of the gas company. 
By an act approved March 21, 1872, the Citi 
zens’ Gaslight Company of Louisviile was in- 
corpvorated for the term of fifty years, with 
authority to make, seil, and distribute gas. 
The Louisville Gas Company claimed the ex- 
ciusive richt of erecting and establishing gas- 
works, etc., in the City of Louisville until the 
expiration of its charter in 1889, and the pres- 
ent suit was brought in the Louisville Chan- 
cery Court by the new company for the pur 
pose of obtaining a perpetual injunction 
against the assertion of any such exclusive 
privilege. The court of original presenta- 
tion maintained the ciaim of the Louis- 
ville Gas 


Appeals 
reversed, with directions to issue a perpetual 
injunction restraining that company from 
claiming and exercising the exclusive right to 
N and supply gas to the City of 
ville.

A RAILROAD TAX CASE. 

In No. 690, The Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, appellant from the Supreme Court 
of Dakota, suit was brought in the District 
Court of Trail County, Dakota, by the present 
appellant against Iver L. Rockne, Treasurer of 


the county, to enjoin him from tne enforcing ‘ 
of collection 


of taxes assessed on the lands of 
the company in that county. The verdict was 
for the defendant. The Supreme Court of 
the Territory affirmed the judgment. This 
court now reverses the judgment, and the case 
is remanded with directions to cause a decree 
to be entered perpetually enjoining the Treas- 
urer of Trail County from any further proceed- 
ings to collect the taxes. This action is based 
uvon the provisions of the act of Congress 
which prohibits the conveyance of any granted 
lands to the company until the costs of survey 
have been paid to the Government. Until 
these costs are paid the Government retains 
the title as security, and this security would be 
neutralized if the lands could be sold for taxes. 
The court says: 

We are aware of the use being made‘of this prin- 
ciple by the companies who, having earned the 
lands, neglect to pay these costs in order to pre- 
vent taxation. The remedy lies with Congress and 
ts of easy application. If that body would take steps 
to enforce its lien for these costs of survey by the 
sale of the lande or by forfeiture of title, the 
Treasury of the United States would soon be reim- 
bursed for its expenses in making these surveys, 
and the States and Territories in which these lands 
lay would be remitted to their appropriate rights 
of taxation. 

MONOPOLIES FIGHTING ONE ANOTHER. 

No. 24, Pullman Palace Car Company, ap- 
pellant, vs. the Missouri Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railroad Company, appeal from the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Southern 
District of Missouri. This suit was brought by 
the Pullman Palace Car Company to enjoin the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Company and the 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Reail-

Iron Mountain & Southern Company it that 


road is controlled by the consolidated company - 


within the meanmg of the contract and 
whether it is so controlled by the consolidated 
company. The opinion of the court is: 

That the present Missouri Pacific Company is a 
diferent company from that which contracted 
with the Pullman Company: that the railroad of 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern Company 
is not sontrolied by the present Missouri Pacific 
Company in such a way as to require that company 
to haul the Pullman cars. The Missouri Pacific 
Company bas bought the stock of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern Company, and has ef- 
fectei a satisfactory election of directors, but that 
is all. It bas all the advantages of a con- 
trol of road, but that is not 
in law the control itself. The directors 
now contro! the road through their own agents and 
executive officers, and these agents and executive 
officers are in no way under the direction of the 
Missouri Pacific Company. If they or the directors 
act contrary to the wishes of the Missouri Pacific 
Company that company has no power to prevent it 
except by the election at the proper time of direct- 
ors or some Federal proceeding for the protection 
of ite interests as astockhoider. Its rights and its 
powers are those of a stockholder only.

he new Board of County Commissioners 
was organize’ yesterday at 2 o'clock. County- 
Clerk Ryan at that hour ascended the Presi- 
dent’s desk. The ten “hold-over” Commie 
sioners—Hannigan, MacDonald, Niesen, J. J. 
McCarthy, Van Pelt, Wren, Leyden, Mo- 
Claughrey, Klehm, Lynn—responded to meir 
names and took their seats, and the County 


Clerk made the formal announcement that it. 


was time for the County Board of 1885-'86 to 
get down to business.“ J. J. MoCarthy nom- 
inated Lynn for Temporary Chairman, and the 
nomination was unanimously copcurred in. 
Lynn appointed Commissioners Hannigan, 
Niesen, J. J. McCarthy, Kiebm, and Van 
Pelt as a committee to conduct the 
Com missioners-elegt—Hemmelgarn, Oliver, 
Fortune, Casselman, and Geils—to their 
seats. When the Temporary Chairman 
announved that it was time to ballot tora 
Permanent Chairman, Commissioner J. J. Mo- 
Carthy put in nomination, with a bandsome 
compliment for efficiency, Commissioner 
George Kiehm. Somewhat to the astonish- 
ment of the densely-packed lobby and all who 
were posted with the ordinary workings of the 
factions in the board, Commissioner Van Pelt 
arose and said that on behalf of the Demo- 
cratic members of the board he desired to sec- 


ond Klehm's nomination, for,“ said he, the 
day bas gone by when it would be an object to 
make a partisan fight on the selection of a 
President for our body, whether the majority 
be Republican or Democratic. The: County 
Board ie now and should be a non-partisan 
body, for the new Election iaw bas taken from 
us our powers us an clection-machine. We are 
bere to disburse the moneys of the taxpayers, 
and to care for the unfortunate poor, and I for 
one am in favor of doing what I can to help in 
the work. Therefore, I take great pleasure on 
behalf of my Democratic colleagues in second- 
ing the nomination of Mr. Klehm.“ When the 
baliot was taken, much to his own surprise, 
Mr. Klehm found that be had received the vote 
of every member except himself, he voting 
for Wren. 

After returning bis thanks and promising to 
discharge the duties to the best df his ability, 
Chairman Kiebm took up the county finances, 
which be said were in a deplorable condition.

The population of the county has increased 
about 35 per cent within the last eight years, 
and in proportion to the increase of the popu- 
lation new courts had to be established and ad- 
ditional help empioyed in all the departments 
of the county. The maintenunce of the courts, 
with ali their appendages, the interest on the 
bonded indebtedness of the county, and 
other expenses, for which the County 
Board is not directly responsible, consume 
nearly one-haif of the county's revenues. The 
demands on public charity had about doubled 
within the last five years. The charitable in- 
stitutions of the county were ail crowded with 
inmates beyond their intended capacity. It 
would be desirable to add another wing to the 
new insane Asylum and another dormitory fe- 
male wari tothe infirmary. The medical staff 
at the hospital had for years demanded bar- 
racks for contagious diseases, and the Warden 
had repeatedly called the attention ot the board 
to the fact that he has no proper piace to keep 
meat, butter, and perishable produce for his 
institution. But the condition of the finances 
of the county would not permit any extensive 
building at these institutions, and the board 
would have to confine itself to the most urgent 
repairs, with the exception of the much-needed 
refrigerator at the hospital, which should 
be erected next spring. An appropria- 
tion was made tor 
Court-House. Action 
in the matter without 
delay, since there was danger that some acci- 
dent may happen by falling of crumbling 
stone. The incomplete tract indices in the 
abstract department of the Recorder's office 


nad been a subject for deliberation by nearly 


every board since the county commenced mak- 
ing abstracts, but no board so far had the cour- 
age to enter into a contract with any person to 
complete these tract indices. There were sev- 
eral propositions before the board now to do 
that work. There were also several matters 
now pending in which the county may be called 
on to pay large amounts of money, prominent 
ameng which was the case of P. J. Sexton 
against Cook County now on trial in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Will County at Joliet. 

„Gentlemen,“ continued tne new Chairman, 
from these statements you can readily ob- 
serve that we must retrench in every de 
ment of the county. Every committee of this 
board must come to the firm conclusion to 
keep within the appropriation set apart for the 
various departments of the county; for this 
board is not able to raise $1 from any other 
source than the amount which can be raised 
by taxes and from the earnings of the offices 
of the county. We cannot afford to plunge 
the couaty into debts which it is not able to 
pay and drift it into bankruptcy. Let this 
new board go to work with the firm determina- 
tion to redeem the county from its present. 
embarrassment. Let us conduct the affairs of 
the county on business principles. Let 
us hold our wardens and agents 
responsible for the quality, and weight, and 
measure of all goods which are received by 
them from contractors. Let us cut off all extra 
pay-rolis. Let us appoint a committee whose 
duty it shall be to examine every pay-roll of 
the county, visit every institution, end dis- 
charge every person whose services can be dis- 
pensed with: and let the same com- 
mittee consult with the honorable Judges 
of the Circuit Court, and the heads 
of the departments of the county . over 
which this board has no control, and ascertain 
whether these departments cannot be managed 
with less help. Let us discontinue to take pay 
patients into the hospital, and let no one enter 
our charitable institutions unless he or she is a 
proper charge on the county. Let us see to it 
that the State hospitals for the insane take 
care of 304 patients from Cook County, as pro- 
vided by law. Let us promptly remove al 
feebie-minded, blind, and deaf and dumb 
pauper children to the State institutions and 
let us send ail inmates from our charitable in- 
stitutiaus who are not a proper charge on Cook 
County to their homes. 

“You have chosen me as your Chairman. I 
am not a stranger to most of you.

AN ALDERMAN ENLIVENS THE COUNCIL 
PROCEEDINGS. 


The City Council had an interesting three- 
hours meeting last evening. The Mayor pre- 
sided until after the reading of his message on 
the Water and Drainage Commission, and then 
called Ald. Young to the ohair. The later 
stages of the meeting were considerably en- 
livened bySthe action of Ald. Hildreth, who suc- 
ceeded in speakips oo things in general and the 
partiality and stupidity.of the Chair in particu- 
lar for the better part of an hour, in defiance of 
the opposition of all the rest of the house and 
the ruling of the Chair that another member 
had the floor. “The Chair won't be 
allowed to rule in a hoodoolng manner, 
to the disgrace of the Chair and of the Coun- 
eil, said Hildreth, propping himself against 
his desk. I'm in good form tonight, and if 
it’s to be bull rule, it Il be bull rule. And 80 
the Alderman obstinately stood there, dnd 
made it bull rule.“ 

The Mayor's message vetoing the order of 
the Council relative to the appointment of a 
Water and Drainage Commission at an exvense 
of $30,000 was then read. It was substantialiy 
as foliows: 

No problem of greater iimportance could be 
submitted to the people of Chicago for soluuon 
than bow to dispose of the city’s sewerage and 
how to obtain an exhaustless supply of pure 
water. In ali other cities these questions were 
separate and distinct. Chicago no up and 
down stream. Her natural receptacle for ¢rain- 
age was also ber water-lountain. The two 
questions thus hung one upon the other 
and formed one complex problem, which was 
important to the 650,000 people of today, and 
would be vical to the 1,000,000 or more in the 
near future. What would answer all reason- 
able demands now would be wholly inadequate 
at no distant hereafter. While preparations 
should be made to solve the problem as 
soon as possible, it was more important 
to devise ways and means to raise the money 
to pay for any system or systems which might 
be adopted. “Experts in engineering and sar- 
itary matters were not so much needed as 
legislative statesmanshib and financiering abil- 
ity. Able and distinguished experts had 
been pondering upon and planning systems 
New talent 
could probably add little to what had been 
evolved except to bring into play new ma- 
chinery and appliances for putting any sys- 
tem into operation. A consider- 
able outlay for formalizing a _  ascien- 
tiie system would, he thought, be 
not injudicious now, but would the proposed 
commission command thé confidence of the tax- 
payer?. He feared not. The mode of raising it 
was not commendable nor was ite construc- 
tion. The Council could not, as a body, 
select such experts as would command the 
confidence of the people. Buildimg their 
hopes upon private friendships, professed ex- 
perts had already been buttonholing Aldermen 
for the fat jobs the order contemplated. Nor 
could the Citizens’ Association select experts. If 
not misinformed more than one was ready and 
expecting the’ fat take from that body. 
What the people wanted and would demand 
was not the filling up of swamp lands, 
the drainage of ponds, nor the fostering 
of speculative schemes, but a scientific 
system that would redound to the glory of 
Chicago and promote the bealth and prosperity 
of its inhabitants and their descendants. Five 
poor experts would be worse than worthiess; 
five able ones would be in each other's way. 
Another objection to the order was that it 
appropriated $30,000, and permitted each Com- 
missioner to receive not more than $5,000. The 
salaries would be determined by the commis- 
sion, and, unless “five saints should be 
ovolved,“ they would take the bottom dollar, 
leaving $5,000—an utterly inadeouate sum—for 
surveys, plate, etc. He recommended that the 
Mayor be authorized to employ the best engi- 
neer he could find in the country and pay him 
a salary of $10,000; to select one or two consult- 
ing engineerg and pay them out of $10,000 for 
the services they might render: and that $10,000 
more be appropriated to pay for assistants to 
make soundings, surveys, etc., under the di- 
rection of a city department. If unwilling to 
trust the Mayor he suggested that the Councii 
and the Citizens’ Association each name one 
or two first-class representative citizens 
and direct them, together with the Mayor or 
the Mayor and the Commissioner of Public 
Works, toselect'the superintending and con- 
suiting engineers, to paid as indi- 
cated. In this way a scientific concrete 
plan could be gotten—not a patchwork 
such as five inferior men would most likely 
bring into existence—and the $30,000 would be 
well spent. After referring to different plans 
tor getting rid of the sewage so that it 
sball not contaminate, the water supply, any 
one of which would cost millions, the Mayor 
said that none of them could be paid for out of 
current taxation. It was idle to expect the 
people of today to tax themselves to erect such 
works as Chicago would require fitty years 
hence.

Corporation Counsel Winston submitted a re- 
port on the rights of the Chicago Tele 
phoce Company, to the effect that the 
authority to construct lines in the 
city had been originally granted to 
the Beli Telephone Company of Boston; that 
permits had hitherto been issued to that com- 
pany; and that the Corporation Coun- 
sel had instructed. -the Commissioner 
to issue permits in future direct to 
the Chicago Telephone Company, as the legal 
successors of the Bell Telephone Company, and 
in order that there might be no difficulty in 
holdmg the former company liable in 
case of negligence of its employés, ordered 
published. Commissioner Cregier submitted an 
estimate of the cost of extending the Twelfth 
street viaduct from the. proposed terminus at 
Clark street to Third avenue, thence north on 
Third avenue say 450 feet, ‘thence 
through the block to State street.“ 
The total cost was estimated at $157,000. He 
also submitted an estimate for the same work 
from the proposed terminus at Clark 
street to and across Wabash avenue, 
and estimated the total cost at $188,625. 
The plan embraced in the latter estimate would 
involve a change of the cable system on State 
street. Neither estimate inciuded the property 
damage on the line of work. Referred to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South, 
A motion was offered instructing the Commis- 
sioner ot Public Works to proceed with the 
construction of a new viaaguct on West Lake 
street, providing the contractor would wait 
until the Council provides money for the same 
in the next appropriation bill, the amount 
not to exceed $16,000. Referred to Committee 
on Streets and Alleys West. Ald. Sweeney 
submitted an ordinance granting the Garden 
City Steam & Power Company the right to 
lay “own and operate mains for the purpose of 
supplying steam or water for power or heating 
purposes, the company to pay 4 tax of five 
cents per lineal footof mains the first year 
laid, and two cents a foot thereafter. Referred 
to Committee on Fire and Water. The Mayor 
nominated Daniel R. O'Brien as bailiff of the 
East Chicago Avenue Police Court in the place 
of Peter Hansbrough, deceased. The nomina- 
tion was concurred in. 

The report of the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys. North, recommending that North ave- 
nue from Clark street to tne Lake Shore drive 
should be turned over to the care of the Lin- 
coin Park Commissioners, was made a special 
order for Monday evening. 

NOTES FROM THE CITY-HALL. 


The Committee on Railroads decided to 
recommend the passage of the ordinances 
aranting the West Division Company authority 
to lay tracks on Division street, from Milwau- 
kee avenue to California avenue; to extend its 
tracks on Van Buren street to Kedzie avenue; 
and to lay tracks on Eighteenth street from 
Halsted to Oakley avenue. All the roads must 
be compieted by July 1, 1886. 

-There were 190 deaths in the city last week, 
a decrease of 30 from the preceding one and of 
27 from the corresponding week last year.

TRE MORMON DEMONSTRATION. 

The failure of the Mormons to carry out 
their scheme of entrapping Gentiles by 
prostitutes imported and hired by the author- 
ities of the church of “ Latter-Day Saints” 
for the purpose of convicting them of im- 
moral practices has wrought them up to a 
pitch of frenzy, which finally culminated in 
an attempt to assasinate Deputy-Marsbal 
Collin, who had been prominent in thwarting 
their infamous scheme. The latter defended 
himseif like a man, killed one of the scoun- 
drels who were lying in wait for him, and 
then gave himself up to the Federal authori- 
ties. ‘The city authorities, who are all Mor- 
mons, demanded the custody of him and 
were refused, Collin meanwhile having been 
removed for safety from the Mormon mob to 
Fort Dodglas, near the city, where he will be 
retained to meet any charges which may be 
brought against him, and whence he cannot 
be removed except by a force stronger than 
that which is protecting him. 

This prompt action of the Federal authori- 
ties has incited the Mormon press to a 
furious onslaught against the Gentiles, the 
Federal court, and the military command 
stationed at the fort, and has inflamed the 
Mormon civil officials and church authorities 
to such a degree that they are threatening 
mob violence and lynch law. The situation 
has been regarded sufficiently dangerous by 
the Government for the concentratién of 
troops at Fort Steele, near Ogden, whence 
they can be forwarded at once to Salt Lake 
in case of emergency. The Mormon hulla- 
baloo may amount to nothing but the clamor 
of the excited ‘‘ Latter-Day Saints,” furious 
that they have been thwarted in one scheme 
after another to preserve their institution of 
polygamy, and in that case the excitement 
will die away as speedily as it arose. Should 
it go further than this, should the Salt Lake 
libidinous rabble attempt to assault the fort 
and take Collin from the hands of his cus- 
todians, it is to be hoped that there will be 
no dallying with the wretches, and that they 
will be met with a prompt and vigorous 
return which wil not only squelch their 
demonstration but will teach them that they 
cannot with impunity trample the authority 
of the National Government under foot or 
defy its officials..- 

The position which the Mormons have al- 
ways assumed is that they own the Territory 
of Utah, whereas they own no part of it. It 
belongs to the people of the United States 
and is administered by the National Govern- 
ment for the people—or at least should be. 
The Government has never thoroughly ful- 
filled its duty in this direction. It bas al- 
lowed the Mormons to usurp its authority 
more than once. It has temporized with 
their violation of the Federal laws. It has 
allowed them gradually to obtain not only 
municipal but Territorial control. Their im- 
munity from interference has encouraged 
them to encroach still further until at last they 
have gained almost absolute power and have 
set up their local authority against that of 
the General Government, and have repeated- 
ly violated the Federal laws and escaped 
punishment. They have administered the 
laws, both municipal and Territorial, in 
the interests of a corrupt church and 
its corrupt institutions, and for the social, 
industrial, and religious advantage of one 
class of the people as against another. It is 
time that the General Government should 
take possession of the Territory of Utah in 
the interests of the people who own it. It is 
time that the authority of the Mormon Church 
should be compelled to yield to the authority 
of the people represented by the Government. 
Utah is now managed by a Mormon Legisla- 
ture and Mormon courts.

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PROPUSED DEMOCRATIC RAID ON 
THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 

Now that the Democrats in Congress and 


; he has been occupied only in 
removing Republican officials and making 
Democratic appointments and transacting 
other “‘ spoils” business, but now that Con- 
gress is in session the Democrats can put on 


a full head of steam and give the country a 


taste of Democratic Admmistration in all that 
the term implies. After all, the spoils of 
office are insignificant as compared with the 
plunder that may be gained by a successful 
raid on the Treasury. Every Democrat knows 
there is a surplus there, and of all things 
that is what a Democrat most abhors. By 
habit and instinet the hungry and thirsty are 
opposed to all such anomalies as a surplus in 
the Treasury. Nothmg of the kind is ever 
permitted under strictly Democratic rule. 

The first charge of the looting brigade will 
be made in attempting to change the rules of 
the House so as to break down the regular Ap- 
propriation Committee and give each one of 
fifteen committees an equal chance to get 
into the Treasury. In that way all sense of 
responsibility will be frittered away and each 
committee will be free to grab all it can, as 
no oné in particular will be responsible for 
the grand total. The cegular Appropriation 
Committee, with the responsibility fixed upon 
it, has proved the only check against fraud 
and extravagance heretofore, and every time 
that items were taken away from this com- 
mittee and givento others there was an 
enormous increase in the expenditures. For 
instance, the appropriations for the i- 
cultural Department when under the con- 
trol of the responsible committee averaged 
$190,000 per annum, but ran. up to $439,000 
when transferred to the Agricultural Com- 
mittee. Formerly the regular committee had 
charge of river.and harbor appropriations, 
and the average amount for a series of years 
was $7,390,000, while in the hands of an- 
other committee it proved only a trifle short 
of $14,000,000. These illustrations show how 
the proposed change would work. ‘The reg- 
ular committee, with the undivided responsi- 
bility fixed on it, labors to keep appropria 
tions within reasonable limits, but the Con- 
gressmen on other committees aim only to 
grab all they can tor the special interest they 
represent. They seize all they can reach for 
the benefit of the Mulhooleys of their own 
districts and have no qualms as to the total 
which the country has to pay. 

Previous experiments show that the easiest 
way into the Treasury is to run up the ap- 
propriation bills from fifteen to fifty by tying 
the hands of the regular committee and giv- 
ing fifteen others a finger in the pie. That 
is why the looting brigade demand a radical 
and sweeping change in thé rules. They 
want to follow up the experiments previously 
made and break down the regular Appropri- 
ation Committee altogether. The current 
Democratic theory is that as three-fourths of 
all the taxes are paid by Republicans waste- 
ful appropriations are really a tax on their 
political enemies and so much clear gain for 
the hungry and thirsty. A few Democratic 
leaders like Randall see that a raid on the 
Treasury means the early and overwhelming 
defeat of the party, and their problem is to 
divide among the hungry pack only a portion 
of the beefsteak that hangs within plain view 
and easy reach, while their followers are 
crying out for all the spoils.

TREASUREK JORDAN’S A@OLDITE 
REPORT. 

Jordan, the unknown worthy who was 
taken from a subordinate position in a Wall 
street bank and made Treasurer of the 
United States, does not seem to have a very 
cléar perception of his new duties. In his 
first annual report, which has just been pub- 
lished, he proceeds to lecture Congress on the 
necessity of abolishing gold and silver cer- 
tificates, suspending the standard dollar coin- 
age, and making other preparations to regu- 
late the currency according to the gold-bug 
doctrines of Wall street. Jordan belongs to 
the class of upstart officials whose hats sud- 
dely become too small when they are com- 
missioned to a public office, and who imagine 
at ence that they were called from private 
life to effect the salvation of the country. 
Jordan may have earned his diploma as a 
financial expert ina Wall street bank, but 
graduates of that school should be a little 
more modest when they attempt to lay down 
the law for the entire United States. 

Mr. Jordan’s report shows that when he 
changed his employment from Wall street to 
Washington he made ne attempt to engage 
in the service of a new miaster. He is an 
unreasonable, rancorous goldite of the New 
York school. He believes that every device 
should be exhausted to make money scarce 
and dear while everything else is cheapened, 
so that the bond and mortgage holders. of the 
East may be able to put the screws on the 
debtor classes of the West. Of course Jor- 
dan’s edueation and previous experience ac- 
count for his peculiar views, but it is a dis- 
grace to the Administration that he should 
be permitted to incorporate his oppressive, 
goldite theories in an official report to Con- 
gress. If he desires to continue in the serv- 
ice of Wall street let him go back to his 
former employment, and not imagine that 
the people of the entirecountry are willing 
to pay him a salary while he labors in the 
interest of the Eastern money-changers 
alone. , 

Jordan goes a degreg beyond other goldites 
in advocating not simply a suspension of the 
silver coinage, but the abolition of both gold 
and silver certificates. He wants to deprive 
the people of useful and convenient paper 
money, cut off the supply of silver, and issue 
gold only in the most inconvenient form {or 
popular use. He reports that during the last 
year he has been able to retire about $28,000,- 
000 in $1 and $2 notes, and he would like to 
have his plan extended so as to wipe out the 
gold and silver certificates. Then all the 
coin locked up in the ‘lreasury would repre- 
sent an absolute contraction of the currency, 
and the reserves held by the Government 
would assist powerfully in making money 
searce and dear, for the benefit of the money- 
lenders. According to the Jordan scheme 
the certificates are to be abolished, the coin- 

, age of dollars suspended, and the fractional 
silver run through the mints again so as to 
make these coins high-priced. With marvel- 
ous assurance the Treasurer proposes to 
exhaust every scheme to cut down the vol- 
ume of money, enhance the Value ot what 
remains, and so Increase the burden of debts 
and taxes. The most and relentless 
contractionists and have a 
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is Opposed even to the gold certificate, ap- 
parently for the reason that this is the most 
convenient form of money and that the issue 
of coin instead would force the people to 
keep it locked up in vaults a good part of the 
time rather than in active circulation. Coin 
is naturally hoarded while paper money con- 
tinues in circulation. Jordan’s report shows 
that he has tortured his ingenuity for 


| schemes to destroy the popular form of 


money and retain only that which is in- 
convenient and dear, so that all debts may be 
scaled up for the benefit ot Eastern creditors. 
It is very clear that Jordan’s schemes will 
be opposed by the solid vote of the South and 
West as represented in Congress, and that the 
Administration would stand better with the 
people if the Treasury were placed in the 
hands of less pllant tools of Wall street.

CHICAGO SCHOOL-BOARD EXTRAVA- 
GANCE. 

The present Chicago School Board appears 
to be one of luxurious if not of extravagant 
tastes. That body also seems to be strangely 
unmindful of the present educational necessi- 
ties of the city. Ata recent meeting the 
board proposed to build a high school on 
West Congress street at the immense cost of 
$140,000. The advocates of this expendi- 
ture were not able to produce any convincing 
evidence of its necessity. ‘There isa high 
school for the West Division now. It was 
built in 1879, at a cost of about $32,000, and 
it is large enough to accommodate all the 
high-school pupils of the West Side. Itisa 
plain, substantial building. -What is the 
necessity for the $140,000 building? Is it to 
be erected to satisfy the demands of self- 
indulgent teachers, to gratify the whim of 
the school architect, or to carry out the 
schemes of contractors friendly with certain 
board members ? ' 

It is most reprehensible on the part of the 
board to proceed with this costly building for 
high-school pupils at this time, when 
thousands of children of the primary grades 
cannot be accommodated in the public schools 
for lack of room, and when there are from 
11,000 to 12,000 pupils in double divisions 
who receive only a half-day's schooling when 
they should be taught during the whole 
school day. The $140,000 proposed to be 
spent on the new high school would, if eco- 
nomically used, provide three twelve-room 
primary-school buildmgs in the overcrowded 
districts of the city where pupils are now 
denied admission to the schools for lack of 
room. 

But economy is the last thing the present 
board thinks of. The board has been going 
from bad to worse in point of extravagance. 
The Throop School—a substantial and com- 
modious fifteen-room building, well heated, 
properly ventilated; ahd admirably suited for 
school purposes—was put up in 1878 at a 
cost of $28,000. It is made to cost the 
tax-payers at least $50,000 to build an 
equally’ suitable school-house of the 
same size now. Twelveroom  build- 
ings were constructed for $20,000 each 
five years ago, They cost in round num- 
bers $40,000 now. ‘The price of material 
and of labor has not advanced more than 10 
per cent in the meantime. The facts are that 
the board indulges in useless ornamentation 
at the expense of the public, and is too gen- 
erous in its dealings with the contractors. 
In their transactions with real-estate dealers, 
also, the board members are not economical. 
There is opportunity for improvement in Mr. 
Harrison’s Board of Edueation. Pending 
the improvement, the members who advo- 
cate the expenditure of $140,000 on a high 
school while there is lack of accommodation 
for primary pupils, and 12,000 of them get 
only a half-day’s schooling, have the floor 
for an explanation, Have County Board 
methods found favor with some of the mem- 
bers ? 


Ir appears that the magnitude of our re- 
ceipts of wheat from Minnesota in the near 
future, and probably for all the winter, is 
largely dependent on.the way in -which the 
standards of inspection are interpreted here. 
A considerable quantity of that already ar- 
riyed, and expected by the senders to pass as 
No. 2, has been rated by our inspectors as 
only good enough for No. 3; and it is said 
that the shipment of the wheat has been sus- 
pended in at least one case as a consequence. 
There is little doubt that the officials will be 
sustained by public sentiment if they act so 
as to preserve the integrity of the grades. 
There is too much wheat already held here 
to make it desirable that the grading be low- 
ered—as to do so would practically reduce the 
selling value of the whole stock to the same 
degraded level. Of course it is possible to 
be too strict in construing the rules; but the 
chances are that the wheat the inspection of 
which is complained of has been’ passed on 
as justly as has that already in store. 


Ir is reported from Washington that the 
‘President in his fortheoming message will 
condemn the policy of having a surplus in 
the Treasury. It he is correctly quoted his 
condemnation appears to be quite superfiu- 
ous, as his party has already made arrange- 


ments to farm out the appropriations to fif- 


teen committees who are responsible to no 
one, ahd to open the Treasury doors wide to 
general Congressional spoliation in the shape 
of boodle for constituencies. Does the Pres- 
ident imagine that there will be any surpius 
left after the first winter, or anything at all 
in the Treasury after the second? Evidently 
when the President prepared this clause in 
his message he was not aware of the ar- 
‘rangement for disposing of the surplus. If 
he was, he has vastly underrated the Demo- 
cratic capacity for absorbing surplases and 
devastating finances.

SALISBURY 

CONSENTING, TO STOP RUSSIAN INTRIGUING 

IN ABYSSINIA..

ANNEX OR SCUTTLE OUT? 

Catro, Nov. 22.—(Special to London Times. } 
I desire very briefly to show, totally irre- 
spective of party prejadices, to what extent 
the verdict at the polls must influence Egypt's 
future. It will de admitted that only three 
courses are practicabie with regard to Egy pt— 
the first, immediate evacuation; the second, 
complete annexation; the third, a middie 
coursé—ultimate evacuation after the estab- 
lishment of order in the Deita. The first would 
produce anarchy and probably a foreign ooou- 
pation; the second, increased responsibility 
and possibly war. But, apart from the results, 
these two policies are simple of execution, and 
if the nation desires it either can be executed 
by either party in power. 

It. , the majority of the voters hold 
that the third course, advocated by Mr. Glad- 
stone, and forming the basis of the Anglo 
Turkish Convention, is the true policy, then it 
is advisabie to consider the following facts: 
Egy pt is a nation of five millions, whose good 
government is impossible owing to the exist- 
ence of certain international treaties with cer- 
tain foreign Powers. The condition precedent 
to good government, the very crux ot the 
whole question, on which depends the evacua- 
tion, lies in an accommodation wits those Pow- 
ers. 

Those Powers, by acts more significant than 
words, bavé indicated that in no conceivable 
circumstances will they concede one iota to 
Eugiand under a Liberal Government. Con- 
cession after cohcession made by the last Cab- 
inet down to the final surrender under the 
financial convention could not wring from 
Berope the means of issuing the new loan.

within a few days of their resignation. 

The largest concessions to the Porte, urged 
by the most genial and experienced of Ambra 
sadors, under the last Cabinet could not obt ain 
from the Sultan what a comparatively un- 
known and untried Envoy obtained in a few 
weeks under Lord Salisbury. Doors that were 
closed to us in Oairo open of their own tecord 
with the change of Cabinet. 

That this is no mere coincidence is proved 
by the almost open admission of the foreign 
representatives and by the honest confession 
of a member of the last Cabinet, who five 
months ago admitted that “the (Salisbury 
Cabinet basa chance of settling the Egyptian 
question which we could never hope for.“ 

It is because even the declared Maberal pol- 

regarding Egypt can never be si;tisfactonly 

hieved by a Liberal Cabinet that even earn- 

est Liberals, interested in the fave of Egypt, 
openly desire a Cunservative success. 


FRANCE. 

THE CHAMBERS WILL CONSIDER THE PRO. 
POSED INCREASE OF DUTIES—DEB LESSEPS 
iRsURED—TONQUIN. 

Paris, Dec. 1.—The Chamber of Deputies to- 
day decided by a vote of 338 to 174 to consider 
the proposed increase of the duties on cereals 
and cattle. M. Gomot, Minister of Agriculture, 
while not opposing the motion, asked whether 
it was advisable to increase the duties without 
first awaiting the results of the previous in- 
crease. He added that although recent years 
had been favorable to French agriculture he 
feared that a less éatisfactory period was ap- 
proaching, rendering it unwise to exclude for- 
eign products. 

M. de Lesseps was thrown from his horse 
while out riding today. His face was cut and 
he was badly shaken up. 

The Council-General of the Dopartment of 
the Seine has decided, by a vote of thirty-four 
to eight, in favor of the evacuation of Ton- 
quin. Many members of the Council abstained 
trom voting. 

The Seine Prefecture has accepted an offer 
for the building of acrematory to cost 200,000 
francs. 


THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN. 

PARIS, Nov. 28.—The preface to the Tonquin 
vote of creait issued today states that of the 
243,000,000 francs voted this year 115,000,000 
francs are unexpended. The strictly military 
expenditure for 1885—that is to say, for the 
maintenance of the troops—will be about 
45,000,000 tranes, while next year, owing to the 
larger employment of native soldiers, it will 
be 30,000,000 francs. This sum will be taken 
out of the balance of 70,000,000 francs left by 
the payment of the above 45,000,000, and the 
rémaining 40,000,000 will be partially devoted 
to the navy in the far East and Madagascar. 
The forces now in Tonquin comprise 23,000 in- 
fantry, 4,000 marines, and 7,000 native soldiers. 
The naval force consists of seventy-five ships 
and 9,000 men, whieh will be reduced next year 
to forty-five ships and 4,500 mien. Contrary to 
expectation, this preface contains no explana- 
tion of policy, the Goverament apparently re- 
serving it for the committee or for the debate. 


SERVIA AND BULGARIA. 

A REPORT THAT HOSTILITIES HAVE BEEN 
RESUMED CONTRADICTED BY OTHER 
TRUSTWORTHY ADVICBS. 

Lonpon, Dec. 7.— [Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. |—There is evidently a dis- 
position at Belgrade, the Servian Cap tal, to 
create the impression that the Buigariasde have 
taken the initiative and resumed hos 
tilities, a @ispatch from Belgrade an- 
nouncing that Gen. Lesbjanin’s division 
has been attacked near Kujevats. This, 
however, is in the face of the fact that, accord- 
ing to Constantinople advices, Prince Alex- 
ander, the Buigarian commander, in reply to a 
telegram from the Porte tellmg him to prolong 
the suspension of hostilities and declaring that 
he has no right to negotiate for peace, said 
that the armistice had been prolonged 
to Jan. 18.

AMONG THE TWENTY-SIX POEMS IN THE 
VOLUME ARE A NUMBER OF NEW ONES. 

Lorpon, Dec. 8.— Via Mackay-Benneti Cable 
to The Tribune.]—I have just read an ad- 
vance copy of Lord Tennyson’s new book, 
*Tiresias and Other Poems,“ several of these, 
such as the Charge of the Heavy Brigade, 
“Early Spring, and “Despair,” are old 
acquaintances, but among the twenty- 
six in the volume many are as new as they are 
welcome. The book opens with a graceful 
tribute of the Poet Laureate to his dead friend, 
Fitz Gerald, whose version of the “ Omar 
Kbayyam was popularized through the draw- 
ings of Elihu Vedder. Tiresias,’’ though one of 
the most elaborate poems in the volume, does not 
show Tennyson at bis best. It has not the oid 
ring. The poet tells the story of che Peep- 
ing Tom of antiquity with some effort, and, 
though the poem contaius fine passages, most 
readers will hurry on with pleasure to an er- 
quisit and touching ballad in the Irish 
brogue entitled Tomorrow.“ It bas the true 
Ceitic pathos and the brogue is worthy of Kil- 
kenny. Wonderfully sweet and fresh is the 
description of poor Mollie Magee, whose lover, 
Danny O’Roon, strayed into a bog one nigh 
and was not heard of for forty years, when his 
body was fished up out of the bog unchanged 
by its iong soaking:

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The New Pafliament Likely to Be 
Divided into Four Parties—Com- 
bination Speculations. 


A Deadlock Seems Almost Certain, to 
Which the Great Irish Leader 
Holds the Key. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribüne. experts indorse 
Mr. Parneli’s opinion that the Outer Tories 
will prevent Lord Salisbury from seeking an 
alliance With the Parnellites, and would pre 
vent Ireland from reaping any advantage from 
such au @liiance if it were formed. There will 
be in the hext House about twenty-one Tory 
members representiu Irish constituencies. 
‘They can be counten on to vote with weir 
party on all ordinary questions, and, with the 
aid of the solid Parnellite vote and cccasional 
votes from mederate Liberals, could perhaps 
maintain the present Tory Government. But, 
whenever it came to legislating for the benefit 
of Ireland Lord Salisbury would be unable to 
fulfill his part of the bargain with Mr. Parneil, 
because he would not be able te deliver the 
votes. The proposed bargain ia, therefore, 
vory one-sided and clearly against the interests 
of Ireland. Tne Parnellite members will be a 
compact, indivisible body, and their eirhty-six 
votes will be cast as a unit whenever it is 
deemed worth while to vote at all. The aid of 
such a phalanx would be invaluable to 
the Tories, and would pull many 
Tory chestnuts out of the fire. There 
is no such cohesion among the 
Tories and on Irish questions the Ulster Tories 
would desert ina body. Mr. Parnell is much 
too shrewd not to see all this and he bas con- 
cluded to drop the Tories. His late alliance 
with them, which Was attested by his ante 
election maaifesto, was a strictly limited part- 
nership. His sole object was to keep the 
Liberais from having an overwhelming ma- 
jority. That object bas been accomplished 
and everyone admits that it was accomplished 
by Parnell.* But his maneuvre to give the 
Tories a respectable minority mvoived no 
pledge to support them for one moment after 
they are seated., Ou the coftrary, having 
Clipped the claws of the Liberals, be is at per- 
fect liberty to use them net tue Tories. 

There are many indications that the Tories 
rpalize this new phase of the situation and have 
abandoned hope of aid from Parnell. One of 
the strongest proofs of this is the persistence 
with whicn they are making advances for an 
alliance with the Whigs. The Tory organs 
barp upon the fact that the new Parliament 
Will be divided into four parties Tories, Whigs, 
Radicale, and Parnellites. The Tories will have 
an immense majority over each of the other 
parties. Only a tactitious coalition between 
the latter can overthrow the present Govera- 
ment, and, therefore they argue, Lord Salis- 
bury is justified in refusing to resign. 

„ $A PARNBLLITE-LIBERAL ALLIANCE. 

Everything now points to an alliance between 
the Parnollites and the Liberals, and Mr. Par 
nell expects speedily to win the long fight he 
bas waged for Ireland. Unless the Whigs 
coalesce with the Tories a deadlock seems cer: 
tain, and Mr. Parnell has the only key by which 
it can be opened. 13 

It is reported that Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Granville have agreed not to take office under 
the new Parliament. When the Tories are de- 
teated the ex-Premier will advise the Queen to 
dissélve Parliament, in tie hope that the 
Liberais by going to the country again will 
securé a better position. 


Mr. Gladstone wrote a letter Saturday in 
which he said: 


Jam certain the Tories will be much weaker than 
the Liberals in the next as in the last Pariiament. 
It will be impossible for the Tories to conduct the 
Government on their own strength or to hold a po- 
sition Of dianit and independence. The Liberal 
party will outnumber the Tories and Parneliiites 
combined, and will be the only party independent 
of unworthy methods co court the Parneliites for 
support. 

The Times attaches more weight to Mr. Par- 
nell’s prediction of a short Parliament than to 
u settlement of the Irish question by thé Lib- 
érals, which would break the latter to pieces 
directly. It says that there is more likely to be 
a coalition between Whigs and Conservatives, 
which even fora short time would sbow Mr. 
Parnell that he reckoned without considering 
the patriotism of the two great English parties. 

Lord Salisbury will consuit with his party 
Wednesday as to whether the Tories shall re 
main ih office or resign. He, personally, fa- 
vors resignation and throwing the onus on the 
Whigs. Mr. Gladstone will reeeive Lord Hart- 
ington, the Whig, and Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Radical, the same day, but separately. Mr. 
Parneéli’s reported determination to support 
the Whigs is simply another brand of confus-, 
ion thrown among the English parties. His 
greatest pleasure is that both parties are 
afraid to acknowledge him as an ally, while 
neither party can administér the Government 
without his permission. English politicians 
pronounce the position of any English Gov- 
ernment bemg the bondslave of Ireland as 
simply intolerable. : 

The Standard says Mr. Parneil has supplied 
the English people with a key to certain mys 
teries. He takes up the threads of the Ru- 
diainhbam negotiations precisely where the ex- 
posures in Parllament compelled Mr. Gladstone 
to drop them. Mr. Parnell is quite prepared 
to résume business on the old terms. The 
Standard hopes that the admission of the 
Parneliites will produce a final disruption of 
the inconeruous Whig and Radical party. It 
bints that Mr. Chamberiain has been arranging 
with Mr. Paroell throughout the campaign. 

|Associated Press cabiegram from London: 
It is stated today that Mr. Parnell, seeing that 
the Tories and Parnellites combined will not be 
able to deal with the affairs of Ireland in View 
of certain cessions to the Irish Tories by thé 
Conservatives, bas made overtures to the Lib- 
erals. Mr. Parnell, it is said, declares that the 
Liberals and Parnellites combined can carry 
everything before them.]

-I called today at M. Pasteur’s 
laboratory, No. 45 Rue d' Ulm, near the Sar 
bonne. I passed through several corridors and 
ante-rooms lined with hundreds of cages con- 
taining rabbitsin every imagivaple stage of 
hydrophobia. In the court-yard were dozens 
of caged dogs, some of them mad, others about 
to become mad. In the corner of the laboratory 
I found a young medical student examining & 
dead rabbit witu a microscope. I asked. Can 
I see M. Pasteur?” He approached me cau- 
tiously. with an inocuiatinggyringe in his band. 
and replied, Are you the gentleman from 
Lyons that was bitten last week six times by a 
mad mastiff?” 

I said: No, I am a TRIBUNE Correspondent, 
and am very anxious to see M. Pasteur.“ 

The young gentleman at once took my card 
to M. Pasteur, and in a few moments returned 
in company with the famous chemist. M. 
Pasteur is a short, thick-set man, active and 
quick in his movements, with a large head and 
very determined expression both in the eyes 
and mouth. His eyebrows turn up into sharp 
points, giving him something of the ap- 
pearance of the alchemist as described in 
Sir Walter Scott's novels. He wore a small. 
Black-silk smoking-cap on one side of the head 
and a sort of dark-blue reeffng-jacket, in the

‘J explained to M. Pasteur about the children 
bitten in New Jersey by a mad dog, and asked:

M. Pasteur—Most certainly there 1s. In fact, 
I have received a cablegram about these very 


I asked M. Pasteur, Do you never perform 
inoculation yourself?” 

M. Pasteur—You see Iam neither a physi- 
cian nor a surgeon, and inoculation by the 
laws of France is a surgical operation. Hence, 
if I performed the operation I sbould be liable 
to be prosecuted for illegal practicing. Of 
course, in case of an emergency I should be 
willing to defy the law on this point. But 
habitually I always keep on the safe side and 
employ a physician. 

A LABOR OF CHARITY. 

Correspondest—How many cases have you 
now under treatment? 

M. Pasteur—Seventy-three. They are both 
male and female, and of ail ages, ranging from 
4 months to 60 years. They are doing well, and 
in no instance bas the treatment failed. The 
Government bas placed the Hotel Dieu Hos- 
pital at my disposal for patients whose wounds 
require dressing. Most patients, however, live 
in apartments near my laboratory, and call 
once or twice a day, as the case may be, for in- 
oculadon. The majority of my patients are 
so poor they are scarcely able to pay for euste- 
nance. I accept no fee for attendance, but 
any sum that the patients can afford to pay or 
send me I put aside asafund to defray the 
expenses of living for destitute patients. The 
Hungarian boy whom you have seen spent 
all his money in getting dere, and at 
present I am paying for his living out of my 
own pocket. There ought to be a hydrophobia 
hospitalin New York or at some central point 
in the United States that wouid suffice for the 


hospital should also be established in Paris 
which would suffice for Western Europe. An- 
other hospital should be éstablished in Russia, 
where, I am told, bydrophobia is very frequent, 
not only among dogs but among wolves. Four 
weeks ago a Russian peasant bitten by a. mad 
wolf was sent to me from Siberia, but he died 
of acute hydrophobia before be was able to 
reach Paris. Wolf hydrophobia is much more 
virulent than dog bydropbobia, and works with 
far greater celerity. 

As M. Pasteur accompanied me to the door 
of his laboratory he said: “Remember, the 
seoner the Newark children can get here the 
better.” 


A girl who was bitten by a mad dog and sub- 
sequently inoculated by Dr. Pasteur has died 
of rabies. Dr. Pasteur explains that, thuir- 
ty-six days having elapsed before she was inoc- 
ulated, the period of inoculation bad expired 
and the treatment was therefore too late.

Condition of the Firemen Injured at 
Sunday’s Blazes— Horses Cre- 
mated. 


Footing Up the November Losses in the 
United States—Large Number of 
Blazes Yesterday. 


No cause has as yet been assigned for the 
fire that occurred at Cribben & Sexton's stove 
factory Sunday night. Mr. Sexton discredits 
the idea that the fre was due to incendiarism 
connived at in any way by the Molders’ Union. 
as since Jan. 12 their factory had been recog- 
nized as an open shop by the union, and there 
had been better discipline in the works, anda 
better feeling between the union and his firm 
than had been known in many years. Fifty 


men connected with the Molders’ Union were: 


in bis employ at the time of the fire. 
stories as to where the fire originated were con- 
tradictory. A policeman declared that it 
broke out in the office, while the watchman 
employed by the firm declared that it broke 
out in the carpenter shop. Mr. Sexton does 
not believe that the fire originated in the 
carpenter shop as there was no fire there, and 
it was the regular practice to have 
it swept out every Saturday afternoon. 
The building, which had been erected at a 
cost of between $30.000 and $40,006, was in- 
sured for $24,000. The firm valued the stock 
of stoves, machinery, patterns, and property 
at over $200,000, and on this there was an in- 
surance ot $155,500. There was no insurance 
whatever on the patterns, which were-valued 
at $45,000, and the machinery was not insured 
for over one-half its value. The watchman 
states that he was in the foundry when be 
discovered the fire, and got rather badly 
burned in making his way to the office to turn 
on the alarm. He could not get the alarm 
there to work, and made for the street box, 
where be succeeded in turning du an alarm. 
Cribben & Sexton will start in to rebuild 
right away, and, as neither their fouudries 
nor molds were much demaged, they expéct 
to be runuing as usual within about a month.

I don't 
like to attempt u tour de force, except 
from necessity, but I am confident my 
treatment will be successful if commenced at 
any time before actual hydrophobia sets in, 
even ifa year or more elapses between the 
bite and the commencement of treatment, In 
fact, I have already successfully treated sev- 
eral cases that only reached my laboratory two 
months after they had been bitten. The treat- 
ment in such instances lasts longer and is more 
com plicated. 
REMARKABLE CASES CURED. 
_ Let me tell you about one of these cases,” 
he said. Aug. 20 four children were bitten 
by a mad dog in the convent of Alma at Al 
giers.. In October one of these children died 
at the convent of acute hydrophobia. The 
priests and sisters got frightened and tele- 
graphed to me asking if I would receive the 
other three. I replied ‘yes,’ and the three 
children arrived bere Oot. 20. I at once began 
inoculation, twice a day at first and after- 
ward once a day. I kept the children 
‘with me fifteen days and then sent them back 
to Algiers, where they are now in first-rate 
bealth, and for the next year they can be bit- 
ten by any number of mad dogs with im- 
punity.” 

Correspondent—Is there any chance of, the 
children going mad during the voyage? 

M. Pasteur—Assuming the dog was really 
mad, it is very unlikely that the virus will 
work so quickly, but still not utterly impossi- 
ble. Much depends upon the constitation and 
temperament of the children, the intensity of 

| the dog virus, and a hundred other facts, of 
which I have no data to form an opinion. 

Corres pondent—Should the Newark children 
during the voyage be subjected t@ any special 
treatment? 

M. Pasteur—No. None whatever. They sbould 
eat, dank, and be happy. and try as much as 
possible to live as they have been in the habit 
of doing. Of course, if their wounds are se- 
rious enough, from a purely surgical point of 
view, to require dressing, they should be ac- 
companied by a surgeon. 

Correspondent— Would seasickness be likely 
to acceletate the working of the virus? 

M. Pasteur—To no appreciable extent. 

‘Correspondent—How long would your treat- 
ment for these children last? 

M. Pasteur—Perbaps as long as a fortnight. 
They can then safely go back to New Jersey, 
and for over a year to come may get bitten by 
ab many dogs as they please with perfect im- 
punity. 

Correspondent— Would the bead and spinal 
column of the dog that bit them be of any use 
to you? 

M. Pasteur—None whatever. They would 
- arrive here in a state of putrefaction and only 
be thrown away. Either the dog was mad or 
not mad. If there is any doubt, of course, the 
ecbildren should be treated as if the dog was 
mad, as the treatment is perfectly harmless, 
and there is no use of running any risks. 
Any veterinary surgeon in America could 
probably tell whether the dog was really mad. 
At ail events, it could be determined 
with. certainty by simply inoculating other 
Gog¢ or other animals with the virus 
from the Newark dog’s brain. This could 
be done in Newark as well as in Paris, but all 
this would take a long time, and meantime if 
the treatment of the children be delayed they 
might die of hydrophobia.

A visit was 
paid to it yesterday by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter, and it was learned that the 
three children had died within a few 
oays from diphtheria. Mr. Larkin is a poor 
man, being an employé of the American Ex- 
press Company at a meagre salary, but nothing 
was left undone by bim to save the lives of 
his little ones. Bessie, the eldest, a giri of 11, fell 
sick Nov. 25, and died five days later. Eleanor. 
the nextone, 5 years old, died the next day. 
The baby, littie Nola, 17 months old, had been 
the first to show symptoms of the disease. Un- 
der the care of the family physician she bad 
recovered, but while her elder sisters were 
struggling with death she became sick 
again and finally died. The last of all. 
Dec. 4. Dr. James H. Piecker of No. 181 West 
Madison street is the family physician and he 
had attended the children. As to the first 
cause of this fatal sickness Mrs. Larkin says 
that a little nephew of hers—George W. Ken- 
nedy, son of Alexander D. Kennedy, at No. 684 
Fulton street—caugnt diphtherit in the family 
of a friend, and to save his four brothers and 
sisters, Mrs. Kennedy confided them to the 
custody of her sister, Mrs. Larkin. The boy at 
home died the same day Bessie Larkin did, Nov. 
20, and one of his sisters, little Lallah Rookb, 
fell sick at the Larkin home, but was at once 
removed to the house of another friend, and 
bas since recovered. The disease was in all 


Jobn Elliott, Lieutenant of Engine Company 23, 
who is a brother of Mrs. Larkin, attended the 
funerals of the children last week with his 
wife, and while returning from Graceland aft- 
er the burialof Eleanor Larkin Mrs. Elliott 
was taken with an attack of diphtheria herself. 
She is still at home sick. 

“While in the case of the Larkin family the 
disease may have heen directly due to con- 
tagion conveyed by the four fugitive children 
from Mr.. Kennedy's house,” said Dr. 
Plecker, when speaking of the case last 
night, “the surroundings of the house 
must have bad a good deal to do with the 
strange malignancy of the three cases. They 
were the most virulent I ever knew of inany 
practice. The house of the Larkins stands 
on level ground, without any ventilation 
under its floor, and the effluvia from the 
wet soll constantly penetrated the air of the 
building. The house ought to be condemned. 
Besides that, it seems that the bydrant. stood 
in the yard in close proximity to the 
privy vauit. In treating cases of 
these three children I had Dr. Shen- 
ick along with me as consulting physician, 
one day last week, and while examining the 
throat of one of the little girls she hada 
coughing fit and a part of the membrane—the 
fungus. growth developed by the disease, 
which in this case was abnormally large—fiew 
into Dr. Shenick’s face, who shortly after be- 
came quite ili and had to be put under anti- 
septic treatment for five days.“ 

“Is diphtheria any worse this winter than 
it usually is at this time of year? the doctor 
was as 

It is. [consider that we have an epidemic of 
it—the most malignant one I have experienced 
since my coming to Chicago in 1874. Diphthe- 
ria seems to be especially rampant in certain 
portions of the West Side, in localities where 
a great deal of building bas been done the last 
few months. My conversation with other phy- 
sicians only seems to confirm my opinion. I’ve 
had twenty-five cases of diphtheria under my 
treatment the last three weeks, five of which 
since last Saturday.” 

“To what do you attribute the prevalence 
of diphtheria?’ 

Mostly to sewer-gas and bad water. Our 
lake water bas been in its worst state for sev- 
eral weeks past. We had this subject up 
last Saturday detore the Chicago Medical 
Society, and in discussing the causes of. tonsil- 
itis and kindred diseases, such as diphtheria, 
several members present took the ground 
that the severe northwestern winds prevailing 
at this season were mostly to blame. I heard 
— N. H. Davis quoted as an authority for this 


Dr. Shenick of No. 181 West Madison street 
confirmed ali that Dr. Plecker had said, and 
developed some original ideas as to the proper 
care of diphtheria. 

The home of Mr. Martin R. Cobb, at No. 298 
Marshfield avenue, was also found childless, a 
little girl and a little boy having both. been 
taken away by diphtheria within a few 
weeks past. In this case sewer-gas can- 
not be blamed, as the house had been 
twice examined by a health efficer ana 
found in unexception able condition. 

Dr. Ross, who treated my last child,“ said 
Mrs. Cobb, “ attributed the disease and subse- 
quent death of my little boy tothe epidemic 
now prevailing in this part of the city—breath- 
ing the air thickly laden witn germs 
of diphtheria. Dr. Bridge, whom we bad 
for our first sick child, thought that 
the air around here had been poisoned by the 
the throwing up of so much swampy or moist 
soll in buildmg. But I think Dr. Ross is right 
with his conjecture. There is, for instance, Dr. 
Lyman of No. 583 West Adams street, who lost bis 
only little boy by diphtheria, much in the 
same way, and Mr. Harry B. Owsley of No. 764 
West Adems street, whose little son died in a 
similar manner. And there are many more 
right in this neighborhood.”’

Falls Sunday morning burned the Burlington 
round-house with two engines. The loss 18 
about $20,000, covered by insurance in the 
London & Liverpool & Globe. 

YOunGstown, O., Dec. 7.— The stables of 
Patrick Malloy. contractor for the Mahoning 
Valley Iron Company, were destroyed by fire 
last night, and eighteen horses and two cows 
were roasted alive. Loss, $6,000; fully in- 
sured. 

New York, Dec. 7.—The New York Daily 
Commercial Bulletin of tomorrow will estimate 
the loss by fire in the United States and Canada 
during November at $7,500,000. Although this 
is $350,000 more than the average November 
fire waste of the previous ten years taken to- 
gether, it is encouraging as being less by $1,- 
000,000 than the figures of November, 1884, 
and $4,400,000 less than those of November, 
1883. Moreover, August, September, and Oo- 
tober have shown a smaller fire loss 
than the average of those montbs 
in ten previous years, 80 that 
in spite of the increased severity of fires in the 
first six months ot the ‘current year it now 
looks as if 1885 would enable insurance com- 
panies to at least come out even on the year’s 
business. Thus far, up to Dec. I, the aggre- 
gate fire loss foots up $85,000,000. The Bulletin 
gives alist of 124 fires of $10,000 and upwards 
up to November. There were eight fires 
whose reported loss was $100,000 or more; their 
aggregate reaching $3,500,000, or nearly 47 per 
cent of the total November losses.

Relief was furnished to 124 families, 
with 619 children, and to 122 single 
persons; medical attendance was pro- 
vided for 48 persons; 26 were admitted 
to hospitals, and seven to the poor-house. 
Two thousand three hundred and thirty-four 
persons, 195 of whom were women and girls, 
were furnished with employment. The Treas- 
urer reported the total receipts to have been 
$7,300; expenditures, $5,423; balance on hand, 
including a cash balance of $503 from last 
year, $2,381.

A DEFAULTING BANK TELLER REVEALS 
THE HIDING-PLACE OF BANK SECURITIES 
AND OTHER DOCUMENTS AMOUNTING TO 


$300,000. 
0 MANSFIELD, O., Deo. 7.—Joseph Hosdowitch, 
the defaulting teller of the Farmers’ National 
Bank, who returned from Canada, had agreed 
to show the bank officials where large quanti- 
ties of the bank’s securities were hidden. He 
took them last nicht to a barn, beneath the 
foundation of which were found two tin boxes 
containing upwards of $100,000 worth of papers 
and bonds. He then directed them to a vault 
behind the bank, and from that they fished out 
papers amount ing in value to $200,000. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 7.—The Maguire bond 
case, which has been the exciting tobe of in- 
terest in this city for 8 week past, culminated 
today in the production of the bonds. In 
April, 1881, it was discovered that the Fay- 
ette National Bank had been robbed 
of a box of securities belonging to 
P. F. Maguire, on special deposit with 
the bank. Some weeks later Henry White, a 
bookkeeper in the bank, was arrested. charged 
with stealing the box containing over $10,000 
in United States and Cincinnati Southern 
bonds. White has had two trials, in which 
Dunlap, a banker in Cincinnati, testified that he 
had purchased the Cincinnati Sonthern bonds 
of White and identified him as the man. On 
the second trial White was convicted and given 
two years in the penitentiary. On appeal the 
case was reversed and stands docketed at this 
term of court for trial. The four United States 
bonds have been lost sight of until today, 
when Broadwell Keith of this’ city went 
before the grand jury and produced the lost 
bonds, stating he had received them in the win- 
ter of 1881 from White and another man named 
T. G. Crockett; that be had advanced about 
$3,200 on the bonds. This sum bank today 
paid to Keith, with interest to date, and took 
the bonds, which have five years’ coupons at- 
tached. The conduct of Mr. Keith was ap- 
proved of by the members of the grand jury.

It was 
gaimed that the St. Louis lines were not main- 
taining the agreed rates, consequently the 
new arrangement seriously affects business 
from St. Louis via Chicago. A meeting of the 
Chicago committee is to be held at Chairman 
Moore’s office next Thursday, when the ques- 
tion of advancing the passenger rates from 
Chicago to the basis of $20 to New York will 
be settied. It is not believed that an advance 
in East-bound passenger rates can be made un- 
less the differential-rate principle is recognized 
by the stronger lines. The weaker lines de- 
mand a differential rate, claiming that at even 
rates they cannot compete with the stronger 
and more direct routes. They refuse to enter 
into any new agreement for advancing rates 
until they are allowed a differential rate. 


The veterans of the Army of the Tennessee, 


who meet in Chicago Dec. 16, were grant- 
ed a rate of one-third of the regu- 
lar fare for the return trip to 
local points on the lines of roads terminating 
in Chicawo. The question of reduced rates for 
Christmas and New-Year was considered, but 
no action was taken.

ROBBED OF $40,000—-THE DOMINION GOVERN- 
MENT RUNNING BEHIND—A DAUGHTER OF 
PROF. MORSE COMMITS SUICIDE. 

Conond, Ont., Dec. %.—[Special.]—Three 
brotmers, named Thomas, William, ana Joba 
Goheen, the former being the keeper of a 
livery stabie in Port Hope, and the two lat- 
ter farmers, living in the western part of Ham- 
iiton Township, were arrested in Port Hope 
and were brought here today, charged with 
brutally assaulting, with intent to kill, John 
Knox, and robbing him of the sum of 
$40,000, Knox is a brother-in-law of the Go- 
heens. Nine years ago Knox left his wife and 
children to go to the Western States. 
His wife died shortly aftér de 
had deserted ber. Yesterday Knox appeated 
in the neighborhood where the Goeen family 
lived, visiting at the house of Goheen’s hired 
man. Thomas Gobeen appeared at the door 
about 9 o’clock in the evening and called the 
hired man outside. The latter returned and 
told Knox de could not stay more any longer,“ 
and that the Goheens wanted to see him out- 
side. Knox went out and was pounced on by 
the three prisoners, who beat him into insensi- 
bility with a club and dragged bim to the road- 
side. When he regained consciousness he found 
that the money he bad, which he claims was 
$40,000—made in his speculations in the West— 
was gone. He managed to find shelter in the 


house of ancighbor near by. The prisoners 
were arrested this afternoon. The Gohbeens 
bad vowed to kil!

At the close of the corre- 
sponding period this year the deficit is $2,271,- 
688. Asurplus of $1,848,726 in one year is 
turned into a deficit of over $2,225,000. Nearly 
$2.000,000 of the expenditure for the last five 
months went ww meet the coat of 
suppressing the rebellion in the North- 
west Territories. -The expenditure for No- 
vember exceeded that of the same month 
last year by $855,996, and for the five months 
the outlay was $1,084,770 more than in the 
same period of 1884. The continued depression 
in business is howe Sy the declining revenue. 
The revenue co during November was 
$2,397,621, compared with $2,600,629, showing a 
decrease of $203,008. For the five months the 
revenue was $12,453,074, against $14,008,718 in 
the same months of 1884, a decrease of $1,635,- 
644. In fact, the revenue has been steadiiy 
deciining during the last two years, notwith- 
standing the additional taxation imposed upon 
the country each session. The receipts from 
all the main sources of revenve show a falling 
off. The expenditure for November, 1885, ex- 
ceeds the revenue by $1,370,824.

PORFIRIO DIAZ. 
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Porfirio Diaz is by birth a Mexican. He was 
born in the State of Oaxaca in 1834. In the 


revolution of 1854 he took a decided part and 
was wounded at Oxcapa. Io 1858 he was made 
Governor of Tehuantepec, and in 1861 was 
given the rank of Brigadier-General. After 
the Empire in Mexico, with Maximilian at ite 
head, Juarez, who bad before ruled the coun- 
try, was chogen President. In 1871 there were 
three candidates in the field for the Presidency 
—namely: Juarez, Diaz, and Tejada. None of 
these bad the necessary number of votes to 
elect and Juarez announced his intention of 
taking the seat. This caused the formation of 
parties. The Congress recogyized Juarez, 
who accordingly took the oath of office, 
but the troops of Diaz, whose seat 
of operations was in Oaxaca, beild 
the country in a continual state of unrest. In 
1872 Juarez was stricken with apoplexy and 
died from the effects. Tejada then became the 
President, but in 1876 Diaz fung out the bau- 
ner of revolution and in 1877 became President 
ef the Repub.ic. As the Constitution of Mexico 
forbids the immediate reélection of the same 
person to the Presidency, Diaz was superseded 
by Gonzales, whose ulstratlon proved 
very unpopular, and in the summer of 1884 
Diag was again chosen. President. 

Mexico is having her periodical revolution. 
When President Dias was inaugura‘ed the last 
time it was believed that Mexico Mad at last 
left revolution and carnage behind 
her. The ex-President, Gonzales, is at 
the bottom of ‘the present uprising. The 
State of Nuevo Leon bas always been his 
stronghold and be has accordingly always con- 
trolled the federal patronage reof. Diaz, 
who is anxious to succeed himself, removed 
the friends of Gonzales from office and filled 
the places with hisown men. In consequence 
the friends of Gonzales revoited. In the mean- 
time affairs came toa crisw, and the Acting- 
Governor, Sepulvada, called on Diaz for troops. 
Gen. Reyes was sent to the scene of. the dis- 
turbance. The of the State were casily 
defeated by the revolutionists and Sepulvada 

The State being without a Governor, 
Diaz can proclaim law and rule the 
district accordingly.

HOW HE HAS REDUCED HIS OBESITY—WHY 
HE LECTURSS. 

New York Letter to Bosten Herald: Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoll, whois to lecture at the 
Academy of Music tomorrow night, will sur- 
prige nearly all his- bearers and watohers by 
the marked change which has taken place in 


his personal appearance since he was last seen 


in the metropolis. I saw him this afternoon, at 
the Hoffman House, and was greatly struck by 
his altered looks. The last time I met him, 
seven or eight months ago, he was very fat in- 
deed, and. seemed to be growing fatter every 
day. Now, however, pretty much all his obe- 
sity has disappeared, and be is certamily no 
more than what you would call a fine, portly 
figure. His face stills retains that quality of 
geniality and unruffied good humor which has 
always been its distinguishing characteristic, 
but his entire physique has been lessened to a 
very marked extent. I learn from Col. Inger 
soll that he has wrought this change by an 
original system of dieting, based entirely on 
his own observations. He tells me be bas not 
followed any ot the courses of banting which 
have hitherto been regarded as essential to the 
reduction of flesh. He has, however, made an 
individual study of such substances as produce 
fat, and has by avoiding their use tuilt hin- 
self up—or down—to his present proportions. 
He stills retains on his list of foods a great 
many of the articles which have hitherto been 
regarded as certain to add to one’s accumula 
tion of adipose tissue, and he finds that they do 
not affect bim at all, When I asked Col. Inger- 
soll it he really telt any better than be did 
when be was fat and round, be laughed and 
said he didn't know there was any perceptible 
change in his sensations, excepting that he 
possibly felt a littie more inclined to be active 
than be did before he béegag bis dietary pro- 
ceedings. He told me that he was getting 
rafts of letters from people all over the coun- 
try questioning bim as to his method of pro- 
cedure, and he added that, as soon as be could 
find time, be meant to publish in some form or 
other, a list of directions for taking off super- 
fluous corpulency, based on his own experi- 
ence.

THE ELECTION LAW. 
A MOVE TO TEST THE LEGALITY OF THE 
PART FIXING THE SALARIES. 

The formal bill of William G. Wetherell for 
an injunction against City-Treasurer William 
M. Devine against the payment of the ex- 
penses of the new Election Commissioners ap- 
pointed by Judge Prendergast was filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday. The object of the 


‘bill is to test the constitutionality of tho new 


Election law. As the allegations of the bill 
have already been given at length in THE 
TRIBUNE is enough to say that the Dill 
charges that a warrant has been drawn by 
Judge Prendergast upon Devine for the pay- 
ment of $100 for office rent and other expenses 
of the Commissioners, and that the act under 
which they were appointed is unconstitutional 

Mr. A. M. Pence, on behalf of the compiain- 
ant, appealed at once before Judge Moran, H. 
B. Hurd also appearing for the defendant, and 
by consent the bill was dismissed on demurrer 
and an appeal taken to the Supreme Court. 
This bill is merely subordinate to the quo war- 
ranto proceedings in the Criminal Court, and is 
designed to test the legality of that part of the 
law fixing the salaries in the new law. 

Mr. Edward Mader, who is one of the attor- 
neys to prosecute the mandamus suit for the 
citizens of the Town of Lake to compel the ap- 
pointment of a separate Board of Election 
Commissioners for that town wus seen yester- 
day in reference to the suit. He stated that 
the attorneys deemed it unwise and inexpe- 
dient to prosecute the case, and so advised the 
committee. Accordingly the matter will be 
dropped. The people of the Town of Lake, 
said Mr. Maber, care more for the results of 
the law—namely! honest elections—than for 
the means whereby that result is achieved.“

Is IT A RAPHAEL? 

CUSTOMS OFFICERS SEIZE ONE OF THE PICT- 

URES AT THE CALUMET ART EXHIBIT. 

Saturday Sovecial Agent Jerry Crowley of the 
Treasury Department and Inspector Keefe 
called at the Calumet Club and seized from the 
art collection there a painting entitled the 
„Virgin of the Bock,“ and which is said to be 
agenuine Raphael, and alleged to have been 
stolen from the Vatican. There is «a story that 
in 1882 a Benedictine monk and one Monesco 
called on a Parisian art-dealer named Keiffer 
and showed him the picture “ The Virgin of 
the Book,’’ which, they said, was a genuine 
Raphael and worth $100,000. There was some 
dispute over the terms of the sale, and Keiffer 
finally held the picture as security for a debt 
of Monasco, and claimed to have received 
from the monk an admission that the picture 
had been stolen from the Vatican, and beg- 
ging that he be permitted to restore it 
to its place before it was missed. Keiffer re- 
fused to return the picture, and in 1883 the 
monk and Monasco appeared and represented 
that they had a chance to sell the picture to the 
King of Spain, promising to pay him $8,000 as 
soon as the sale was effected. He would not 
give it up, and they went to law, the court de- 
ciding that Keiffer had a lien on it and could 
keep it. This was in the summer of 1883. In 
September Keiffer failed in business and came 
to America, arriving in November, 1883, and 
bringing this picture and twenty others with 
him, all escaping the notice of the customs of- 
ticers. Less than a year ago this fact was 
learned and an attempt made to find Keiffer. It 
was incidentally learned that be had been of- 
fered $40,000 for the picture. Keiffer finally 
settied at No. 212 Rush street, in this city, and 
loaned the picture to the Calumet Club. The 
Officers seized it on the ground that it was 
smuggied. The picture has several certificates 
in which its genuineness is sworn to, but there 
are a great many who doubt that the picture is 
what it is represented to be. The canvas is 
about 12x24 inches, and if genuine is worth 
over $75,000.

It 
may seem to some of the brethren that the 
position is too enthusiastic, but God bas al- 
ready chastised this city for its ungodliness by 
sending it a baptism of fire, and, if the stench 
of its iniquity, covetousness, and mad worship 
ot pleasure continues to ascend into the 
nostrils of the Most High, another calamity 
may overtake her. Some It the leading lay- 
men are placing their children into the tender 
mercies and lecherous ¢elutches of a profes 
sional dancing master, and the essayist agreed 
with Sam Jones in the following strong words: 
“If there is a human being on the face of the 
earth that I hate with an inveterate hatred it 
is a French dancing master. Tnere is not a 
barroom on the face of the earth that is doing 
as much harmasa dancing master. I would 
not wipe my feet on the rotten rascal.” The 
type of Christianity prevalent in Chicago 18 
the cause of so much looseness of thinking 
and practice among Christians.

friday evening the convention was called to 
order by Superintendent Dowd, who claimed 
for. Toledo the bonor of erecting the first 
building in whieh boys and girls might receive 
manual training free of charge. Mr. Dowd 
introduced ex-President Hayes, who presided 
at all the sessions of the convention. 

EX-PRESIDENT HAYES. 

In his address the ex-President said the best 
and most important crop in this country is our 
boys and girls, and it behooves us to harvest 
this crop well. Failure properly to educate 
our children mentaily, morally, and physically 
would be a fatal error. All public education 
ghould fit children for the places they are to 
ocoupy in life. All education cannot be de- 
rived from the school and the shop, since the 
influence of the family and the world is felt by 
the child before be enters the school. True 
education concerns the body, the mind, and 
the character, and tenis to produce a sound 
The speaker read ex- 
tracts from the writings of President Gilman 
ot Jobns Hopkins University, Dr. E. E. White, 
formerly Commissioner of Public Schools in 
Onio. and others, showing the increasing belief 
in this style of education. 

PROF. C. M. WOODWARD. 

The director of the St. Louis Manual-Train- 
fmg School, Dr. Woodward, delivered a very 
lengthy address, bolding the attertion of the 
urge audience to a late hour. He said the 
object of this new education was not to tear 
down the fabric of the common schools. but to 
enlarge and greatly increase its usefulness. 
Mental activity and growth are closely allied 
to physical ability. Our scboois and colleges 
have failed to supply the demand for skilled 


‘workmen and intelligent superintendents, com- 


pelling us to import what we ought to produge 
at home. Children leave school at a very early 
age, only about 1 percentof them reaching 
the high schools in most of the large cities. In 
Europe the object of manual training, or trade 
schools, is to fit the boys for some particular 
caliing. But here we aim to develop the boy’s 
intellect. give him dexterity of hand, and fit 
him to achieve success in life in any calling 
which be may choose. The manzaai-training 
schools have always had two faliacies to con- 
tend with: First, that mechanical skill should be 
learned in some manufactory; second, that the 
school should be self-supporting. The folly of 
demanding that a manual-training school should 
be turned into a manufacturing establishment 
in order to make it self-supporting was shown 
by some very pertinent illustrations. 
FELIX ADLER. *® 
Dr. Felix Adler, the Principal of the Work- 
aug men's School of New York, in his address 
Saturday said that his school was designed for 
the children of the poorer classes, and took 
them from the kindergarten age of 3 years. It 
taught all that the public schools taught—read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, bistory, geometry, 
German, and also natural history, physics, tool- 
work, modeling, casting in plaster, with cut- 
ting and sewing for girls. Prof. Adler illus- 
trated his remarks with a collection of 
articles made by pupils from 6 to 14 
years of age, and showed that some 
of the work—such, for instance, as wood- 
turning, which is now done in the manual- 
training achoolse—can easily be done by boys 
under 14 years. Hedoes not find the pupils 
overburdened with work. He has abolished 
the spelifug-book, abolished the text-book 
wholly in natural sciences, and in other de- 
partments as far as possible. He conducts his 
school on the Froebei principle of bringing the 
mind into contact with things. His intention 
is not to turn out mechanics; he claims to be 
simply an educator, and to seek to produce 
intellectual ana physical power. Approving of 
gymouastics, be said the gymnasium neglected 
the two most spiritual organs—the eye and the 
hand—and the workshop supplemented the 
gymnasium in this particular. The workshop 
gives completeness and definitness to the in- 
struction given in drawing. He showed how his 
pupils made geometrical solids ia pasteboard, 
such as the pyramid and prism, from draw- 
ings. Much has been said by Tyndall and 
others regarding the developmeut of the scien- 
tine imagination. He wished to say a word in 
favor of the cultivation of the mechanical im- 
agination—the power of seeing the coucrete in 
the abstract, the finisbed article in the working 
drawing. This can be done only inthe shop. It 
is a mistake to say that manual training is de- 
signed for or beneficial to workmen only. if 
we were all gentlemen of leisure he would ad- 
vocate manual training as strongly as be does 
now. Manual training sbould begin early in 
life, when the fingers are flexible, and can be 
introduced into school at avery little expense. 
The workshop is a greut belp in understand- 
ing geometry and physics. We prove the 
principies of geometry by working them 
out in the concrete. in physics the 
pupil performs his own experiments, and dis- 
covers physical laws for bimseif. He is not 
told what the aim of an experiment is, but he 
finds it out by performing it. Tbe text-book in 
on pees is wholly abandoned. The pupil makes 
is Own text-book by noting in his note-book 
the experiments which he performs and the 
laws and principles discovered, and the note- 
book thus becomes an index of what the pupil 
has learned. The use of tools in his school is 
bot to produce mechanics. He tries to teach 
bis pupils to see and appreciate the beauty of 
Nature. The Amer.cans are a nation of work- 
era, and do not know how to enjoy life. 


DR. H. H. BELFIELD.

Miss Ewing stoutly maintained 
that the kitchen ie the most important part of 
the domestic economy. 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF MANUAL TRAINING. 

Mr. Charlies H. Ham of Chicago read a paper 

on “The Philosophy of Manual Training.“ He 
defined educanhon as the development of all 
the powers of man to the cu! minating point of ac- 
tion and declared that ** power in the concrete 
—the power to do some usetul thing for man— 
is the last analysis of educational truth.“ He 
maintained that tools are the great civilizing 
agency of the world; that science and philosophy 
are means to an end, and that the end is art, 
quoting Bacon’s aphorism, the goal of te 
sciences is the endowment of human life with 
new inventions and riches” in support of the 
proposition. He declared that the hand is the 
organ of power, since it wields the mechanical 
forces; that it ie the organ of wisdom, since it 
tests the speculations of the mind by expert- 
ment; and that it is the organ of truth, since it 
is in things only that truth is to be found, and it 
is through the band that the mind 1s brought 
into intimate relations with things. He cited 
the history ot Engiana to, show that that 
country has been made great, not by states- 
men and legisiators, but by civilengineers, 
inventors, discoverers, and mecbanics. 
He reviewed the lives of the practical men of 
Engiand to show that tool practice 1s promo- 
tive of intellectual development. He entered 
into a careful analysis of the relations of the 
hand and the mind, and undertook to show why 
the band influences the mind, in supportof the 
proposition that the hand is scarcely less the 
guide than the agent of the mind. He assigned 
as the reason of the prevalent disposition to 
undervalue the hand the fact of the contempt 
for labor by the ancients, quoting the opinion 
of Plato that “the soul's residence in the 
body is an evil.“ He compared mechanics, 
civil engineers, and architects with lawyers, 
Jndges, and iegisiators, declaring that the 
former are better educated for their pro- 
fessions than the latter; and assigned as a rea- 
son therefor the fact they are trained in 
things, while the education of the lawyer, 
the Judge, and the iegisiator consists 
of abstractions. He deciared that the 

of education is cbaracter, 

to produce a symmetrical 
character the mind and the hand must co- 
operate; for to know the truth it is neces- 
sary to do the truth.“ He declared that the 
ancient civilizations perished because man re- 
tained the savage instinct ot selfishness; that 
selfishness is a savage instinct, not a rational 
attribute, siace it always reacts distinctively 
on civil society: that ancient educational meth- 
ods were purely subjective, consisting of ex- 
ercises in fbetoric and logic, aud hence that 
they promoted selfishness; for all purely 
mental acquirements become a part of self and 
so remain forever unless transmitied into 
things through the agency of the hand.“ But 
manual training promotes altruism because it 
is objective, ite effects flowing outward in 
blessings for the race. 

The paper closed with an appeal for the 
education of woman, the speaker deciaring 
that her education is a more imperative neces- 
sity than that of man, since it is from ner tnat 
he inherits the nobiest traits and receives the 
earliest and most lasting impressions; that it 
is in the cradie, in the nursery, and at the fire- 
side that the child becomes father of the 
man.” The ancients treated women with con- 
tempt; the Middle Ager made a toy of her; the 

n of the Renaissance pitied her; 
but speare, with a sublimer genius, 
portrayed noble women, and, with rare pre- 
vision of afuture better than the age he knew.“

Falsehood und cewardice,

This is the rational age, but chivalric, too, 
for, as Ruskin truly says: The buckling on 
of the Knicht's armor by his lady’s band is the 
type of an eternal truth—that the soul's armor 
is never well set to the beart unless a woman's 
hand bas braced it.“ It was reserved for 
Fröbel to rescue woman fror the scorn of the 
ages by declaring ber superior natura! fitness 
fur the oe ot teacher—the most exalted of 
civil functions. 

COL. JACOBSON. 

Mr. Ham was followed by Col. Augustus Ja- 
cobson of Chicago, who began by comparing 
the primitive Yankee and the tar-bee!l of North 
Carolina. Both were environed by adverse 
circumstances. The one was comfortable be- 
cause he was able to make the things necessary 
to his comfort: the other was wretched be- 
cause he could not make what he needed. The 
cause ot this difference was that the Yankee 
had the speiling-book and the New England 
Primmer, and the tar-heel had not. Forty 
millions of people live on the Congo River, in 
one of the richest countries in the world, but 
live in wretchedneas because they are too ig- 
norant to extract from the earth its wealth. It 
is not the things that are in the earth, nor in the 
material things on the earth, but in the intel- 
hene and skill of its people that the wealth 
of a nation lies. Intelligence and comfort go 
together; comfort increases as intelligence in- 
creases. To condemn people to ignorance is 
to condemn them to poverty. It has been the 
aim vf this country to give to the children the 
least amount of education that they could get 
along with. It shonid be the aim to give to 
each all the education he is capable of. If 
our American education means anything over 
and above and distinct trom all other civiliza- 
tions, it means that the earth and the good 
things of the earth are the heritage not of the 
few, but of the many. The only objection that 
can be made to giving every child in tne land 
a manual-training-scbool education is the ex- 
pense. But such an edueauon will bring a 
bundred-foild return. The advent of the man- 
ual-training school is an epech in our history. 
Like the common school the manual-training 
school is an institution which the many will 
not permit the few to appropriate. To educate 
every chiid in this country in the manual 
training school would be to raise the people of 
the United States above their present status 
in about the same ratio as the average native 
of New Eugland is already above the average 
native of North Carolina. Having solved the 
problem of managing a State without a King at 
the top, we now find that the ignorant man at 
the bottom of the State is almost as much of 
a nuisance as was the King. We find that 
we are governed by the ignorant man 
quite as much as we are by the intelligent 
man, because the ignorant man likes to govern 
us and is willing to give ali his time to the 
business. The speaker would not deprive 
the ignorant man of nis vote, but would edu- 
cate his boys and girls, and the ignorant man 
would naturally die, and under the circum- 
stances he would die out. 


. A RESUME. 

The convention was a success. Notwith- 
standing the unpleasant weather the sessions 
were well attended and the addresses were 
listened to with attention and applause. Toledo 
seems to be thoroughly aroused on the sub- 
ject and enthusiastic over the new departure. 
Attendance in the manualktraining depart- 
ment is optional on the part of the 
high-school pupils, but nearly all of them, 
including a son of ex-President Hayes, are to 
be found in the shops, the girls thus far in the 
drawing-rooms only. But the management 
have wisely determined to give the girls a 
chance: and, while they have matured their 
plans fully, they have already arranged to 
open a cooking-school, where the art of pre- 

food shail be scientifically taught. The 
enterprise is a noble one; it places Toledo in 
the very front rank, educationally, of Ameri- 
can cities. Superintendent Dowd is in bearty 
accord with the movement, and gives it his 


cordial support.

The Need for an Industrial Savings 
Society in Chicago Clearly 


Shown. 


The Kind of an Institution That Would 
Secure Public Confidence—Ob- 
jections. 


An Absolute Guaranty that Deposits Are 
SecureSmall Profits for Stock- 
holders. 


The suggestion in Taz Tamum that Chica- 
go has need of an industrial savings bank or 
more than one such institution has called forth 
& variety of opinions, which show that the 
public mind is alive to the question. Some of 
the men connected with city. banks have 
shown themselves unnecessarily sensitive on 
the subject. They, of course, classing the sav- 
ings bank with commercial banking facilities, 
think Chicago is amply supplied. The idea, 
too, that an institution of this kind should not 
be established with the primary purpose of 
bringing in big dividends to the stockbolders 
seems to strike them as unsound, which is 
perbaps natural. Other correspondents fully 
appreciate the need of a large, powerful insti- 
tunon of the cliaracter described, but turn 
to the Federal Government instead of to pri- 
vate capital to supply the need. Government 
or postal savings banks are so far distant in 
this country that they are entirely out of reach 
in solving the present problem, which is how to 
encourage the workingmen of Chicago to put 
by some portion of their earnings and to give 
them absolute assurance that when they want 
that portion to buy themselves a home with or 
to apply in some otber way equally beneficial 
to themselves and the community they will be 
sure to find it ready for them, witb a little pre- 
mium on thrift m the way of interest. In 
other words, what THe TRIBUNE wants is sim- 
ply a society for savings established on business 
principles and managed by business-men witb 
abundant capital and the confidence of the 
community to back them. It is saying noth- 
ing derogatory to the present institutions in 
the city to affirm that this need is not met in 
the form and to the extent desired. A purely 
savings society would pot have its trust and 
other departments under the same manage- 
ment and managed for the same purpose— 
tomake money for the stockholders. How- 
ever conservative the management the fact re- 
mains the same—profit for we stockholders is 
the primary idea ot a bank. It would not be 
of a saving society. In the Kastern States 
where these savings institutions flourish this 
fact bas always been kept in view by the Leg- 
isiature in making laws in reterence to them. 
They fill a distinct spbere and their value is 
incalculable. Chicago has thousands of skilled 


artisans who, besides making a comfortabie. 


living, are able to save something. It has 
thousands of less skilled laboring men who, if 
the proper inducements were beid out, would 
begin to accumulate ‘orarainy day. But un- 
der existing circumstancef the bank deposits 
of the purely workingmen element of the city 
are not atithe of what they should be. Let 
an industrial savings bank be established on 
the proper principle and see in- 
flow of savings which would be started. 
Besides in the Eastern States the system bas 
been tried further west. Cleveland, O., has 
several flourishing savings institutions, con- 
ducted not on the banking but on the purely 
savings pian. Big dividends for stockholders 
are not encouraged, but thousands of deposit- 
ors take advantage of the premiums offered 
them to be industrious and thrifty, and their 
number increases year by year, while the con- 
fidence in the savings sociéties, which are not 
conducted wit the sole view to the profits of 
the stockholders and whose officers do not 
dabble in other lines of business, bas never 
been shaken. Dividends of 10 and 12 or even 8 
per cent are not known, but what the money- 
lenders do not get is made up to the communi- 
ty by the interest of the savings depositors in 
its welfare. Chicago offers fruitful soil for the 
experiment of an industrial savings society. 
Let the seed be planted, and await the result 
before deciaring that such asystem cannot 
succeed pecause ite chief object is not big 
profite. 
PRESIDENT MITCHELL’S VIEWS. 

Mr. John J. Mitchell writes regarding the 
Uunois Trust & Savings Bank, of which he is 
President, that bis institution does not do a 
general banking business, confining itself 
strictly to a trust and savings business, restrict- 
ing its loans to coliaterals known to have a gen- 
eral cash value, bonds, dividend stocks, grain 
and provisions, etc. Its capital and surplus 
invested in United States bonds amounts to 
$750,000, and the stockholders, who number 
some of Chicago's wealthiest citizens, are Ha- 
ble for $500,000 in addition. It paysits savings 
depositors 4 per cent on their money and bas 
over $4,000,000 of deposits. There is an exam- 
ination every six months by two directors, ad. 
sisted by the United States Bank Examiner, 
and a sworn statement is made to the public. 
What is true of the IIlinois Trust & Savings 
Bank, Mr. Mitchell thinks, is true of associate 
institutions in the city. He thinks also 
that all these institutions would favor 
any policy which would tend to increase 
savings deposits, because it would be a benefit 
to the banks as well as to the depositors. Mr. 
Mitchell likewise thinks that one reason why 
the general savings class bas not more confi- 
dence is found in the thrusts made by the press 
on banks in general. Where there are reputa- 
bie and responsible stockhoiders ina bank he 
thinks it may be accepted that they are look- 
ing after their own interests, and in doing that 
cannot fail to protect stockholders, 

No fault can be found with what Mr. Mitch- 
ell bas to say, and his views are entitled to re- 
spect. But they do not touch the real point. 
The large measure of confidence enjoyed by 
bis own institution supports THe TRIBUNE'S 
assertion that if the right sort of capitalists 
would give their personal attention and finan- 
cial backing to a purely savings society its suc- 
cess would be assured. Mr. Mitchell will 
hardly claim that his own and all the 
other savings banks in the city have 
together anysthmg like what should be 
the aggregate deposits of the working 
classes of the city. There are millions of dol- 
lars behind it, Though explaining that he does 
not represent a general commercial banking 
institution, he discusses the subject purely 
from that standpoint and mistakes TAE Trip- 
UNE’S position entirely. The point about 
which information is sought is the feasibility 
of asimple, old-fashioned savings society which 
will strike its roots deep among the working 
classes of the community, and which is a 
proven euccess in the Eastern states. 


IT IS AN IMPORTANT MATTER. 

The Evening Mail, editorial: Tus CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE of yesterday called attention editori- 
ully to a very important matter. The Mai 
heartily agrees with it regarding the need of 
the establishment of strong savings banks in 
this city, and we earnestly hope that discus- 
sion ot this matter shail not be suspended 
until some of our wealthy public spirited and 
trusted citizens have taken an active interest 
in it. 

Chicago has been practicaily without savings 
banks for the last ten years. The experience 
of our people with the last lot broke down pub- 
lic confidence in these instituuons completely. 
The scandalous and dishonest management of 
five or six banks then in existence bad the ef- 
tect of preventing the establishment of suc- 
cessors when they went down, for it was plain 
to capitalists that time was necessary to heal 
the wounds which had been inflicted by Spen- 
cer, Haines, Meyers, and the rest, and that sav- 
ings banks, no matter bow well they might be 
backed then, would not be trusted. But one 
or two survived the general wreck—the Hiber- 
nian, we believe, being the only one of im- 
portance. 

But savings are necessagy in this and every 
prosperous community. For ten years the 
wage-workers and salaried people of Chicago 
have had no safe places of deposit for their 
surpius earnings. It will be contended by 
some that this very fact bas led the 
people to invest their savings in houses 
and lots. Thousands of them have done 
80; the outiying and suburban villages 
built up by the working classes sttest this. 
Enterprising men, taking advantage of the ab- 
sence of savings banks, have sold lots and 
houses on the installment plan, thus affording 
the industrious safety for their money and the 
opportunities ot investment. But there are 
thousanas of others who, for numergus rea- 
sons, have not been able to take advantage of 
easy-payment real estate purchases, and who 
have seriously felt the want ot savings banks, 
and feel it yet. 

There are wealthy men here who couid, if 
they wouid, estabiish for the people the institu- 
tions which they need. The majority of peopie 
think more of the safety of their money than 
they do of interest while it is lying and accumu- 
lating in banks. Besides this, Chicago people 
bave learned to look with suspicion upon sav- 
ings banks which offer a high rate of interest. 
Therefore capitalists would find these inyest- 
ments But now, as mucd as ever, 
it is necessary that the men bebind these insti- 
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ing people to save instead of squandering their 
earnings. But why not go a step further and 
establish a savings bank upon a broader scale 
of philanthropy? Why not hold out a greater 
incentive by dividing the profits among the 
depositors after paying expenses and a nominal 
dividend to the shareholders? This would in- 
sure such a age as no Savings bank has 
evere and to that corresponding degree 
it would become a benefaction to wageworkers 
and taeir families. 

‘(The Tripune's central thought on the sub- 
ject ia absolute safety and solvency of the 
proposed institution, and accordingly it sug- 
gested that the surplus profits over and above 
the interest due the depositors and a fair per 
cent to the stockholders should be left in the 
bank as a surpius fund to strengthen the insti- 
tution and to render it invulnerable against 
panics, ns, bard times, and other strains, 
ratner than to divide thé money among the 
stockholders or depositors. Of course there 
would be surplus money to divide after awhile 
if the bank prospered, but there should be no 
hurry abovt doing it. Large interest promised 
to depositors is not the most important mat- 
ter—absolute saiety is the main thing. A mill 
ion of dollars capital cannot be prucured from 
merely benevolent motives; the stockboiders 
must have faith that their money will be safe 
and yield them a reasonabie — 

With noguaranty but the known integrity ot 
its directors and shareholders, the little city of 
South Bend, Ind., having a population of 20.000, 
has a savings bank with more than $500,000 on 
deposit. The ratio for Chicago would be depos- 
its amounting to $20,000,000, the earnings of 
which wouid yield handsome dividends to depos- 
itors after paying all expenses. Such asavings 
bank would be patronized by business-men to 
an extent that would largely weil the line of 
deposits. Its stock would command a large 
premium on the basis of 6 per cent, and Chica- 
go could point with pride to an institution pro- 
ductive of more good to a larger number of 
people than could be shown elsewhere in all the 
world. It is to be hoped that you will agitate 
this matter until you have enlisted in the enter- 
prise a sufficient number of our best citizens to 
establish it, WASHINGTON BOULEVARD. 


VALUE OF SAVINGS BANES AS PROMOTERS 
OF TEMPERANCE AND CONSERVATISM. 

CnHIcAGo, Dec. 7.—| Editor of The Tribune. |— 
The writer bas read witb interest your leader 
of the 6th inst. on the need of strong savings 
banks in Chicago. As you imvite brief ex- 
pressions of opinion on the subject the follow- 
ing is respectfully submitted: In the writer’s 
view Chicago today needs a safe, interest-pay- 
ing depository for the wages of workingmen. 
more than it perhaps needs any other one 
thing. In a general sense education, sobriety, 
thrift, contentment, loyaliy to government, 
and even religion itself issue from the personal 
possession of property, and ignorance, in- 
temperance, anarchy, and all the rest of the 
Devil's brood come from extreme poverty. 
Exceptions will at once occur to any reader, but 
we are referring to general principles as affect- 
ing masses of people. If it be true that prop- 
erty and extreme poverty have the tendencies 
stated, then it follows that whatever wil! secure 
to wageworkers the result of their industry must 
be directly in the interests of the community. 
Morality is best promoted by indirection. If 
Prohibitionists and other well-meaning reform- 
ers would provide the labo man with abso- 
lute security for his sa intemperance 
would be discouraged in a greater degree than 
it could possibly be by arbitrary laws. After a 
workingman has been robbed by two or three 
rotten savings banks of the few dollars that his 
industry and abstinence have sccumulated, he 
18 apt to conclude that his money would have 
brought bim better returns if it had been ex- 
pended for things good to eatanddrink. He is 
likely to think that the weaithier classes, among 
which such banks are supposed to originate, 
bear to him the relation which the spider sus- 
tains to the fly. It would be interesting to 
know how much of the intemperance and mora! 
delinquency observed in our city since 1877 
have res from the squandering of millions 
of dollars belonging to the working people by 
officials of broken savings banks. While our 
good friends, the Prohibitionists, are cons'der- 
ing the abuses of the liquor traffic would it not 
be well for them to look into this phase 
of the question also. For my own part 
I do not ~believe that the . private 
savings-bank system will fully meet the 
present need. Such banks are often organized 
by the best of men and for the best of pur- 
poses, but good men are often pressed for the 
need of money, and have even sometimes been 
known to die. Either of these circumstances 
may terminate theirrelations with the savings- 
bank whose deposits are perhaps largely the 
result of confidence in the projectors of the 
enterprise. Dishonest men or Visionary cranks 
may next get control of the bank, and soon 
may be seen that most pitiful of sights, honest 
self-denying labor standing in a line before the 
doors of the gilded institution waiting to learn 
how much the President or cashier left behind 
him when he went to Canada. God forbid that 
this city should witness any more distressing 
scenes of this character. 

Let us divest our minds of all cant about 
paternalism and state the case clearly. We 
need a system here such as prevails in En- 
gland, whereby the faith of the General Gov- 
ernment stands pledged that every penny the 
workingman deposits shall be paid back re- 
ligiously on demand with interest added. Un- 
der the English postal savings system the 
workingman perceives that there is a motive 
for economy. Moreover he is a patriot for 
selfish if not for other reasons. He is one of 
the proprietors of England, and the Govern- 
ment is hie banker. The Government does 
more than receive—it solicits savings. For a 
small consideration it sends an agent to the 
large factories and shops Saturday night. The 
agent is on hand when the men are paid, and 
he knows their names. Well, John or Robert, 
he says, how much can you spare me tonight? 
and he gets and receipts for the excess over 
the living: expenses. He has stolen a march 
on the whisky interest. The appeal to the 
man’s self-denial is made before the saloon can 
display its attractions. For once, at least, the 
words of Scripture must take a reversion, ** and 
the children of light are wiser in their genera- 
tion than the children of this world.“ 

Here is a field for broad, humane, compre- 
hensive statesmansbip. The question, What 
shall a workingman do with his wages? lies at 
the very root and core of the question of the 
perpetuity of the Government itself. Trained 
business-men owe it to their hard-handed 
brothers to see that labor no longer pours its 
treasures into asieve. If there is anything in 
this worid that should be sacred from rapacity 
and fraud it is the dollar which the poor man 
nas honestiy earned. If there is any claim 
upon the fortunate more sacred than another 
it ig to see that the lowliest man, if he be hon- 
est and industrious, ison the way to earn and 
possess a home of his own. THe Trisunsz, 
then, has done well to bring up for considera- 
tion this very important subject.

Women will not then 
bide their money in pillow-cases, nor will men 
need to carry it about with them to be knoceed 
down and robbed. The real workingmen of 
this country do not desire to be Socialists or 
Anarchists, but want ali the the law 
can give them. Give us then this protective 
security and the workingmen will, to a certain 
extent, become their own capitalists.

SUNDAY SALOONS, 


A GERMAN PAPER TAKES AN UNFAVORA- 
BLE VIEW OF THE PRESENT TEMPERANCE 
AGITATION. 

Chicago Freie Prease, Dec. 7: The question of 
Sunday saloons, similarly to that of temper- 
ance, is one of those political sea-serpents that 
are generaily conjured up by fanatics and 
demagogs just at the time when everybody 
wishes they were as far away as possible. 

At prevent in Chicago we have all we can 
manage to do to dispose of the consequences 
of the political frauds of Mackin & Co. Harri- 
son has not even been removed from the office 
yet to which he was actually not elected last 
spring, yet the Sunday fanatics already begin 
to stir again. 

Under an old Sunday law passed by a Demo- 
cratic Legislature they propose to close all 
kinds of business Sundays, including, of 
course, the saloons. They thereby give the 
signal for renewed disputes. g 

These fanatics ought to have learned two 
things from the events of the last two years: 
First, that they cannot govern the metropolis 
of Chicago after the fashion of a New England 
village, as all their attempts to enact or enforce 
Puritan blue-laws have been futile; 
ond, that whenever such an attempt was made 
it resuited in placing in power the most miser- 
8 83 lige Hesing, Harrison, Mack- 
n, etc. 

These demagogs claimed to be champions of 
liberty, and ** roasted their steak by the fire 
of the enthusiasm of the masses for liberty. To 
these individuals may be applied the words of 
Goethe: All aposties of freedom were ever 
loathsome to me: each of them only seeks ar- 
bitrary power for himself. 

The friends of a good, honest city and coun- 
ty administration being reunited after repeated 
separations on account of the temperance and 
Sunday movement, and being about to finish 
up the archdemagog and his following of bal- 
lot-box stuffers, thieves, and frauds—suddenly, 
iu the midst of their work come these Sunday 
saints, and try to stir up dissensions and quar- 
rels among tbe friends of an honest adminis- 
tration by agitating their notions, and thus 
assist the demagogs, thieves, and their com- 
panions ia rewaining power. 

For these Sunday fanstics may rest assured 
that an overwhelming majority of the German 
voters, for instance, will prefer to pay bieher 
taxes to acorrupt but liberal municipal Gov- 
ernment, bemg fully conscious ‘that part of 
these taxes will be stolen, than to submit to 
the tyranny of bonest fanatics.

Everything at its proper time. The decent 
German condemns and punisbes interference 
with divine service by brutal fellows, but he 
also condemns interference with decent and 
harmless amusements. A vast majority of the 
Germans of Chicago will again and again fight 
every attempt of fanatics to impress the 
gloomy view of life of the Puritans uvon the 
metropolis of Chicago in the form of laws. 

In view of these facts the fanatios would 
do well to stop their hopeless and in- 
jurious agitation; if not on account 
of the equal right and freedom of opinion, at 
least in view of the bopelesness of their en- 
deuvor. THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE deserves the 
recognition and good will of the decent and 
liberal ports of the population because it ex- 
plains the situation to the fanatics in clear 
and decided language. In view of this atti- 
tude of the influential English paper we hope 
that the new attempt of the fanatics will pass 
by barmlesly, the more so as those indicted for 
a violation of the Sabbath laws are always en- 
titled to trial by jury, and it would be difficult 
to get a jury to find a man guilty for keeping 
open a business Sundays.

NORTHWEST WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


STATEMENT OF THE BULK OF GRAIN IN 
TRANSIT AND IN STORE—FLOUR MILLS 
RESUME OPERATION. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 17.—[{Special. }— 
Rogers’ Daily Record tonight will say: 

The number of cars of wheat in sight at Minne- 
apolis this morning included 1,138 on sidetrack in 
the city, ninety-eight on sidetrack outside, and 
seventy-nine on moving trains due here in twenty- 
four hours, making a total of 1.315. This 
shows a redvction of about 1,000 cars from the 
highest number in sight at one time a few weeks 
earlier. Receipts are yet light in the country, 
farmers not being free sellers, and there is a 
large amount back in the country elevators. 
C. Pillsbury & Co. bold in country elevators lo- 
cated along the Manitoba Road about 2,500,000 
bushels. Kstimating all other elevators to contain 
an equal amount, would give 5,000, bushels for 
that system. On the other lines so little has been 
learned of the situation that any estimate is a guess 
only, though none are so heavy as the Manitoba. 

There were nine Minneapolis four mills started 
today, including the largest as well as some of the 
smaller ones. Those tried were the Pille 
bury A, B. and Anchor, the Washburn A, 
St. Anthony, Holly, Dakota, Zenith, and 
Phenix. These milis have a capacity of about 
16,000 barrels in twenty-four hours, but it is not 
now possible to push them to that point. The 
Washburn A will make about 1.000 or 1.500 barrels 
aday, while it has a capacity for several times 
that amount. C. A. Pilisbury & Co. have some 
spare storage room here which they will fill this 
week, and when this is done and special interior 
orders are supplied a part of these milis will go 
down Others take their places for 
a short run. When _ the gates 
were opened this morning it was 
found that owing to an ice-gorge or low stage in 
the river the water drew down seven to eight teet 
and they could not ail run. The Washburn A got 
one side running, and they will only be able to run 
one side of the Pilisbury A. so that the output of 
flour will not exceed some 5.000 barrels for the 
twenty-four hourstoday. There has been no ma- 
terial alteration yet in the condition of the general 
flour market from that existing when the wheels 
were first stopped.

How tlie Army Could Be Placed on a 


Better Footing—Oompulsory 
Retirement. 


Rebellion, before, since, and very recently, 
Secretaries of War and Commanding Generais 
of the Army have contended more or less an- 
grily as to rights of command claimed by each, 
bat which should properly belong to only one 
or the other of them. Difficulties orten arise 
placing Officers of all grades in false status, 
owing to the diverse interpretations of which 
laws and regulations are susceptible regarding 
rank and command; also owing to lack of 
some needed legislation upon that subject ex- 
plicitly and sufficiently definmg and providing 
for the many special features of command 
springing up kKaleidescopically from time to 
time, as changes occur bringing officers into 
new stations or awkward positions toward 
other officers touching command. Some of 
these difficulties are from attempts to avoid 
or allay jealousies and harmonize con- 
flicting interests of rank; regarding 
which peculiar and trouble - brewing 
characteristics of army life, those civilians 
who are innocent.of army ex and 
know little or nothing concerning such char- 
acteristics are, happily for them, in that se- 


opened and left to occasional dissentious dis- 
putes, intrigues for commands, enmities, and 
squabbles. Some of these difficulties are from 
great and little causes, of which, it may be 
said, the more one studies them the less be un- 
derstandsjthem. 


NEED OF MILITARY LEGISLATION. 

Maj.-Gen. J. M. Schofield, now stationed in 
your city and commanding the largest of the 
three military divisions of the army—viz.: the 
Division ot the Missouri, concluded his valu- 
able and much-quoted annual report, Oct. 9 
last, as follows, under the bead of need of mil- 
itary legislation: 

“There is great need in the military service 
of legislation. under the power conferred by 
the Constitution upon Congress to ‘make rules 
for the government and regulation of the land 
and naval forces.’ It is sometimes of supreme 
importance that the responsibilities of military 
administration and command be clearly de- 
fined by law. And it is important at all times 
that the rules for the government of the mili- 
tary service be established, like other laws, by 
competent authority. after due consideration, 
and under ail the light which experience can 
bring to the aid of the Legisiature. Regula- 
tions thus established and subject to change 
only by Congress would have such degree of 
stability as to become the basis of a sound mi- 
itary system, which up to the present time bas 
not existed in this country. ' 

* Although the regulations have undergone 
changes almost without number, the most im- 
portant questions involved in the command and 
government of the army, which have been the 
source of constant embarrassment and the 
cause of much controversy for many years, 
remain unsettied at the present time. No com- 
manding General, from the highest to the low- 
est, can know the extent or limite of his au- 
thority, and no one can have any staff re- 
sponsible to him for the faithful execution of 
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Congress for the government and regulation 
of the milatary forces.” 

The Lieutenant-Geueral commanding the 
army in his annual report gave conspicuous 
prominence to these sound views of Gen. Scho- 
field and emphatically indorsed them, 

THE SHELVING LAW. 

By whom would such important subjects be 
so intélligentiy comprehended and presented 
if the youngsters of the army could have their 
latest hobby gratified—and be young Generals 
(would this put old heads” on their voung 
shoulders "’?)-—viz.: the enactment of a law to 
retire their grave and reverend seniors com- 
pulsorily at aconsiderably earlier age than even 
the quite liveiy one of 64 years, at which offi- 
cers are now retired oompulsorily under the 
presen absurd, unjust, and burdensome retire- 
ment law? This law shelves officers of 64, re- 
gardiess of their perfect health, faculties, and 
capabilities. They then suddeniy have noth- 
ing to do’’; and are thenceforth maintained on 
the retired list, justly, at a great expense, but 
without the opportunity of continuing to ren- 
der services as quid pro quo wbdich they would 
gladly do. This law also ignores the judicious 
counsels obtainabie only from officers, not 
rusty through retirement, who have become 
competent to give such counsels through 
years of experience, observation, and matured 
perceptions of the true interests of the Nation 
in matters affecting its littie army. 

There should be ne longer any doubt, uncer- 
tainty, or remaining problems—ali conundrums 
should be authoritatively. solved—as to the 
rights, powers, and duties of command; as to 
the respective adjuncts or concomitants of 
command which specific grades of rank should 
by their inberent force and value secure to 
officers, in whatever stations, positions, or 
emergencies. Above all, the laws should 
carry such penalties, and provisions for imme- 
diate appeal or remedy, that Secretaries of 
War dare not arbitrarily override their man- 
dates and deprive army Generals summarily 
of the gidee-de-camp allowed to them by law. 
What will these Generals do with new and 
untried aides, quite strangers to them, to exe- 
cute their orders, if we are upon the eve ofa 
war with the Mormons? 

The Congress which bas assembled here to- 
day should abolish the compulsory terms of 
the present Retirement lew. In European 
armies officers are considered to be in their best 
prime for Generaiship at 60 to 70, and availa- 
bie for remote and arduous service at 80 years 
of age. Are Americans to be branded by our 
Army Retirement law as ‘degenerate, effete, 
and inferior in powers and capabilities to

conveyed all his property, including his share in 
the estate of his father, Philander Peck, to his 
mother, but it is denied that the mother kept her 
son in ignorance of the value of his estate or 
traudulently induced him to enter inte any con- 
tract in regard to it, or that he ever requested her 
to cance! the conveyance, or that the mother held 
or used any of his property after his death. That 
in 1869 Margaret Peck, widow of George R., filed a 
pill in the Circuit Court against her mother-in-law 
and the Keeps und others, representing that her hus- 
band died intestate, leaving. no child or children, 
but only ber, hie widow, asking to bave all 
conveyances to his mother set aside and for a half 
interest in his property. A compromise was u!ti- 
mately effected by which a large sam of money 
and a tract of land were conveyed to Margaret, and 
she covenanted in ber release that there was no 
child born of her and her husband. In conclusion 
the executors deny that they have any property 
belonging to the estate of George E. Peck, de- 
ceased, or that they have been guilty of any fraud 
or coliusion.

x DR. W. B. CARPENTER. 

Pall Mall Budget: Dr. Carpenter's sudden 
and lamented death has removed from English 
scientific circles rather an bonored and familiar 
figure than an active worker ora still living 
power in the world as we know it. His loss 
‘will be felt personally and socially more than 
scientifically. His work, a useful and valuable 
work, was long since finished, Twenty years 
ago or more he feli back practically among the 
past masters of bis chosen craft. Since that 


lice time be bas lived on rather as the possessor of 


. great assur ed biological reputation than as 


an actual promoter of biological kuowledge. 
A new geveration bad meantime arisen. which, 


trained in parts upon his own methods and 


results, had nevertheless learned from Dar 
win and Huxley, from Spencer and Haeckel, 
far to outstrip the cautious ana timid reserve 
of its earlier teachers. Cast in the midst of a 
revolutionary age, Carpenter's native bias of 
mind was in many ways rather conservative 
than revolutionary. Thus in his later days 
he was well content to stand aside upon bis 
well-earned laurels and allow a tree stage to 
the younger biologists of the scientific mount- 
ain, Lose proceedings be never could school 
himseif to. appreciate, though he found bis 
hands powerless to effectually resist them. 

It gives us perbaps the true keynote to Dr. 
Carpenter's peculiar idiosyncrasy to remember 
that de came of a good old-fashioned orthodox 
Unitarian family. His father was a well-known 
minister of Exeter and Bristol, a pioneer of 
the modern pubiic education movement, and a 
@iligent student of Biblical literature. Now, 
Unitarian orthodoxy isin its own way about 
as stiffly and rigorously orthodox as any other 
form of dogma to be found anywhere within 
the 103 sects ot Britain. Fuller creeds are 
often more elastic. The very minimizing of 
the demands made upon the credence of the 
iudividua! believer seems to render the neces- 
sity for holding fast to that irreducible miu 
mum an afsolute necessity of tne properly 
trained Unitarian mind. Hence it happens 
that such men as Dr. Carpenter. while ready to 
go up to certain points with perfect frankness, 
seem to shut off steam, as though automatic- 
ally, the moment they reach the prescr.bed 
end of their mental tether. ** He who says A.“ 
a wise French proverb tells us, must also say 
B.“ It was the misfortune of Dr. Carpenter's 
scientific life that he would say ali through the

“Political Institutions.” the pre- 
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MR. HERBERT SPENCER. 

* Ecclesiastical Institutions begins with a 
sbort restatement and reinforcement of the 
ghost-theory of the origin of religion already 
taid down in the first volume of the Sociology. 
It is interesting to note bow much new con- 
firmatory evidence bas been rapidly accumu- 
lated during the intervening period; and Mr. 
Spencer therefore wisely chooses most of the 
fresh instances by which he strengthens bis 
case from works published since the appear 
ance of his earlier volume. In one of these in 
particular, the Rev. Duff Macdogaid'’s * Afri- 
cana,”’ conc!usions almost identical with Mr. 
Spencer's own bave actually been arrived at 
by a Scotch missionary in the heart of Africa, 
in apparent total ignorance and independence, 
and without a passing giimpse of their ulterior 
implications. From the origin of the religious 
idea itself, here assigned to the beliefin a 
soul, and consequent ancestor worship, Mr. 
Spencer gradually passes on to the evolution 
of ecclesiastical or hierarchical systems. Be- 
ginning with the medicine man, as the propi- 
tiator or averter of hostile ghosts, and the 
priest properly so called, as the propitiator and 
attendant of friendly ghosts—the family gods 
or manes—he proceeds to trace the gradual 
development of the organtzauon which results 
with increasing culture from the last ot these 
two classes of functionary. Descendants, he 
shows, dre the first priests; and more especial- 
ly male descendants, at least wherever 
the position of women has become 
one of marked inferiority. But the eidest 
male descendant in particular—in short. 
the head of the family —tends to concentrate 


upon bimself the highest duty of the priest- 


hood. Moreover, as the chief gods in carly 
communities are deceased rulers, the King, us 
their living representative, exercises the func- 
tions of priest also. In process of time the 
King frequently fluds the priestly offices clash 
with other duties, and then he delegates them 
to others; they are performed by proxy. 
Hence in most insiances the origin of a dis- 
tinct non-royal priesthood. The rise of such 
priesthoods is well shown in the case of the 
Flamens, instituted at Rome to replace the 
King during his tempcrary absence. As the 
host gradually develops into the god, polythe- 
istic priesthoods of the advanced type are 
evoived side by side with the evolving religion. 
Sometimes the Pantheon has its relative ranks 
assigned by conquest and incorporation; the 
gods of the vanquished tribes take their place 
amicably in the same system with the gods of 
the victors, but naturally enough on a lower 
level. Eventually the slow elevation of one 
great god to a position of marked superiority in 
the Pantheon may give rise toa gravitation to- 
wards monotheism. Thus, to the philosophic 
Greeks of the age of Socrates, Zeus had almost 
arrived at that point of supremacy over other 
gods which lifts the father of gods and men 
into the true monotheistic position, the other 
deities at the same time sinking to the subor- 
dinate grades in a sort of angelic hierarchy. 
Mr. Spencer next goes on to notice the value 
of the ecclesiastical system as a social bond, 
especially in early times, the military and civil 
functions of priests, and the question of the 
relations between Church and State. A Very 
Spencerian chupter on Nonconformity is re- 
plete with its author’s ingrained inaependence 
and individuality of character; for Mr. Spencer 
is nothing if not individualist in fibre. The 
book ends with an ecclesiastical and then a re- 
ligious retrospect and prospect, where timid 
waverers may find much toconsole and to reas- 
sure them. Mr. Spencer does not sve in the 
threatened changes of form any final menace 
even to religious worsbip in its proper essence. 
He anticipates that there will always rewain a 
neceasity for qualifying the too progaic and 
material form of daily iife by religious observ- 
ances: that a sphere will still exist for those 
who are able to impress their hearers with a 
due sense of the mystery which ensbrouds 
the universe; and that musical expression to 
the sentiment accompanying this sense will 
not only survive, but will undergo further 
development. Finally he concludes with 
the reiteration of the idea already so fully 
insisted upon in the “first principles. One 
truth must ever grow clearer—the truth that 
there is an inscrutable existence everywhere 
manifested, to which [maul can neither find 
nor conceive either beginning orend. Amid 
the mysteries which become the more mysteri- 
ous the more they ure thougnt about, there 
will remain the one absolute certainty, that he 
is ever in presence of an Infinit and Eternal 
Energy from which all things proceed.“ 

We have abstained from criticism, because 
in such a case criticism on the only scaie here 
possible would be at once absurd and imperti- 
nent. The reasoned ideas of a great thinker 
cannot be disposed of by the offhand treat- 
ment which we properly apply to a second-rate 
novel. Mr. Spencer's views may de right ana 
they may be wrong; but, at any rate, they are of 
the sort to be chewed and digested, not of tne 
sort to be lightly tasted and then either re- 
jected or swailowed entire. It is best merely 
to state their chief heads, and refer readers for 
fuller information tothe pages of the lum 
nous original itself. 


SIR CHARLES DILKE. 

The old borough of Cheisea is now eplit up 
into five single-member constituencies—Chel- 
sea, Kensington North, Kensington South, 
Fulham. and Hammersmith.

He has 
also spoken favorably in principle of transfer- 
ring the funcnons of the School Bourd, but 
sees difficulties in carrying the idea into effect 
now. He is in favor of iutrusting the munici- 
pality with the licensing of piaces of amuse-

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THE MAYORALTY CONTEST. 


JUDGE SMITH GAINS 16 VOTES, A NET GAIN 
OF 43 THUS FAR. 

The recount of votes in the Mayoralty con- 
test was 
Windes yesterday. Nearly %,800 votes were 
counted during the day and the count brought 
up to the end of the Ninth Ward. The inac 
curacies discovered were numerous, Of the 
fourteen precincts counted only one was found 
correctly figured up by the judges. As a eu- 
eral thing the loss was on the side of the cand!- 
date who bad a minority of the votes in the 
precinct. Throughout the Eighth Ward Smith 
gained considerably and Harrison lost a few 
votes. Up to noon Smith had gained 20 votes, 
and when the Eighth Ward was finished 
his total net gain over Harrison since 
the count began amounted to an even 
fifty votes. In the Ninth Ward be began to 
lose slightly, and when the last precinct of that 
ward bad been counted and an adjournment 
was taken for the day his guin during the day 
bad dropped to sixteen, and bis total gain since 
the beginning of tne count to forty-three, 

The Fifth Precinct of tne Eighth Ward was 
passed. It showed the ludorsement: Found 
open and sealed. J. G. Neumeister.“ This 
makes eight precincts that have been passed 
for submission to the court and the introduc- 
tion of further evidence. 

In the Sixth, Seventh, and Twelfth Precincts 
of the Eighth Ward, and in the First and Fifth 
of the Ninth no affidavits of non-registered or 
challenged voters were found. Four were re- 
turned from the Fourth of the Eighth. Twoen- 
velopes were opened that were merked Second of 
the Ninth. Onecontained ballots and the other 
affidavits. Of the latter there were 167 in num- 
ber, and they revealed the fact that Harrison's 
enormous majority in that precinct—he polled 
585 votes to 166 for Smith—was probably ow- 
ing, to some extent, to the remarkable activity 
of some workers in swearing in voters. Of the 
vouchers forty-five were signed by P. Garrity 
of No. 115 Canal street, twenty-seven sworn to 
by D. J. O’Brien of Nos. 26 and 28 West Madi- 
son street, eighteen by John Keegan of No. 129 
Canal street, and nine by Thomas Considine, 
seven by John Gaynor, and nine by George 
Miller. 

Among the curiosities discovered was one 
vote for I. N. Stiles, whose candidacy for 
Mayor was during the examination of wit- 
nesses pronounced to be of the mild type. Mr. 
Story immediately proposed to have Gen. Stiles 
made a party to‘the suit.

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SIXTH WARD CONTEST. 

But little progress was made in the taking of 
testimony in the City Clerk’s office in the 
Doerner-Monear contest for the Sixth Ward 
Aldermansbip yesterday forenoon. Mr. Philip 
Demmler, Superintendent of the Map Depart- 
ment of the Board of Public Works, testifiea 
to the exact location of certain numbered 
houses in the Sixth Ward, designating whether 
each house specified was upon the east or west 
side of the thoroughfare.

John Am- 
brose, a lumber-laborer living at No. 93 Eight- 
eenth place, testified that, accompanied by 
Mark Suilivan, be canvassed the Sixth Ward in 
June last under orders from the Commit- 
tee on Public Safety, from whom he 
received a list of voters: be canvassed 
from house to house on foot and by inquiry at 
doors or windows. He had not worked 
for or been paid money by Mr. Monear, nor 
had de shown him the list from which he 
worked. He had canvassed every house in the 
Fifth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, and leuth Pre- 
cincts. He swore that No. 723 Throop, No. 571 
West Eighteenth, and No. 721 Hinman streets 
were supposititious numbers, being vacant 
lots. William Lorimer, a painter of No. 186 
West Eighteenth. street, testified that he had 
visited certain localities in the spring of 1885 
and again that very morning to refresh his 
memory. He was not hired or paid for this 
work, but performed it out ot admiration for 
Mr. Monear, toward whom be felt very kindly 
disposed. In determining the numbers where 
no houses existed be was guided by the near- 
est house number and made a careful caicula- 
tion. The following numbers were va- 
cant lots upon which no duildings 
were erected, and the numbers there- 
tore supposititious, but used for identification: 
Nos. 903, 993, 1007, and 1098 West Eighteenth 
street; 721 Hinman street; 668 West Twentieth 
street; 143 String street; 636 Blue Island av- 
enue; 723 Throop street; 907 and 933 Ashland 
avenue; 697 West Seventeenth street: 180 West 
Twenty-second street. Witness further test 
ned that No. 619 West Nineteenth street was a 
new school-house; that there was no such 
number as 241 West Twenty-first street, inas- 
much as there were iuinber-piles between Nos. 
201 and 299; that there was no No. 584 West 
Twenty-first street for similar reasons, and 
No. 571 West Eighteenth street was a little 
coal shanty. 

Mark Sullivan of No. 93 Eighteenth piace 
testified that be had canvassed the Sixth Ward 


interests of Mr. Monear, and that he had also 
visited the vacant lots named above during the 
forenoon of yesterday. His testimony corrob- 
orated that of Mr. Lorimer in regard to vacant 
lots. Adjourned until 10:30 today.
